David Helvarg’s November 
1994 article, “War Against the 
Greens,” was an insightful 
look into the violent mentality 
of the anti-environmental 
movement. Helvarg’s vivid 
description of the logging 
demonstration in northern 
California cogently illustrates 


the hatred and desperation 


felt by those who feebly at- 
tempt to fight the growing 
public concern for animals 
and the environment. The 
hostile scenario reminded me 
of an experience | had at the 
Hegins pigeon-shoot in cen- 
tral Pennsylvania. Each Labor 
Day for the past 61 years, 
Hegins has been home to the 
world’s largest live-bird-shoot- 
ing contest, where 250 shoot- 
ers kill and cripple over 5,000 
birds in a single day. About 
200 volunteers from the Fund 
for Animals—including veteri- 
narians, wildlife rehabilitators, 
data collectors, and bird res- 
cuers—spent the day retriev- 
ing and treating wounded pi- 
geons. | spent the day as a 
bird rescuer, trying to rush 
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them to our veterinary station 
as their blood trickled down 
my hands. 

The most horrifying aspect 
of the day was not the suffer- 
ing of the birds, but rather the 
violent attitudes of the thou- 
sands of spectators. Many 
would try desperately to re- 
trieve crippled birds before 
the rescuers could, simply so 


ed 


they could rip off the birds’ 
heads and mockingly throw 
them at us. (One spectator 
paraded around with a bird’s 
head mounted on a plastic 
fork.) Spectators threw de- 
capitated birds at our veteri- 
nary station all day long and 
even physically assaulted 
some of our bird rescuers. 
The conflict of the Hegins 
pigeon-shoot has been com- 
ing to a boiling point year 
after year. In the middle, just 
as Helvarg described in 
northern California, are hun- 


dreds of state police waiting 
to quell any imminent riot (on 
a holiday, nonetheless, cost- 
ing state taxpayers hundreds 
of thousands of dollars). 

It is certainly becoming 
more and more dangerous to 
speak your mind and voice 
opposition to animal cruelty or 
environmental degradation. 
And it is becoming more and 
more evident that people who 
display violence toward ani- 
mals will more often than not 
also act violently toward hu- 
mans.—Michael Markarian, 
campaign coordinator, the 
Fund for Animals 


Who Speaks for the Fathers? 

In our November 1994 issue, 
Armin A. Brott exposed the 
fact that our legal system, 
which tries to protect children 
from abuse, is actually fraught 
with abuses and neglect and 
is more likely to hinder the 
quest for justice than to help 
it. And if you happen to be an 
accused father, justice be- 
comes even more difficult to 
come by, as this reader knows 
all too well: As a member of a 
fathers’ advocacy-and-sup- 
port group known as Fathers 
for Justice, | have become 
painfully aware of the venge- 
ful manipulations that children 
can be put through, espe- 
cially those children of tender 
years who cannot speak out 
clearly and forcefully. | have 
been closely involved with 
several of our members' 
cases in which libelous at- 
tacks have been initiated by 
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spiteful mothers who were bent more 
on damaging the father than they were 
on loving their children. These allega- 
tions are commonly used (and acted 
upon) to limit a father’s access to his 
children and to deny access when the 
father actually has a court order allow- 
ing him to see his children. 

| have seen several examples of the 
knee-jerk systemic reaction to these al- 
legations, as referred to in Mr. Brott’s 
article. In all too many cases, instead of 
following the procedures we see on 
“Law and Order,” we find a police in- 
vestigator developing a hypothesis of 
probable guilt, followed by a collection 
of evidence to support the hypothesis, 
If the evidence found does not support 
the hypothesis, then the witness is in- 
timidated and discredited. 

More blatant is the blind support 
given to these angry mothers by the nu- 
merous women's support groups and 
shelters. Notwithstanding the need for a 
safe haven for victims of violence (of ei- 
ther gender), we have to face a bureau- 
cratized feminism that has the support 
of government, both political and finan- 
cial. We have many documented exam- 
ples of intrusive and biased counseling 
provided to women and children by 
shelter workers and even some lawyers 
and child psychologists. 

The legal system doesn't make it 
easy to deal with these cases because 
the process is cumbersome. It's diffi- 
cult for the average Joe to gain the ear 
of an understanding judge. It seems 
that there is no justice in the justice 
system, and only those fathers who 
start out wealthy and remain tenacious 
and committed to the rightness of their 
cause can be successful. 

In Ontario (and elsewhere), there is a 
slowly growing movement toward set- 
tlements by mediation rather than litiga- 
tion. As you might expect, this evolution 
is resisted by those with a vested inter- 
est in the litigation process. These same 
detractors are usually the same profes- 
sionals who are reluctant to let their 
clients speak up for themselves, but 
rather insist on maintaining their posi- 
tions as advocates. There is obviously 
more money to be made by multiplying 
the steps and lengthening the process! 
On the contrary, the legal-aid (or pub- 
lic-defender) system is now proposing 
to withdraw funding support for those 
who need it most, those non-custodial 
fathers who are burdened with unreal- 
istic family (child) support payments 
and who wish to appeal on both cus- 
tody and support. 

Thank you, and thank Mr. Brott for 
highlighting this situation, which is 
shamefully common to both our na- 
tions.—G, J., Ontario, Canada

Coppock knows those 
tired tricks. What sepa- 
rates him from the talk- 
show herd is intelli- 
gence, wit, and 
teenage fantasy. “My 
first love is not sports,” 
he explains. “I never 
spilled an ounce of 
blood for any team I've 
covered. I'd rather 
have been the lead 
singer for the Five 
Satins or, better yet, a 
carnival barker.” 

He came close. 
Some of his earlier 
gigs included “the 


voice of roller derby” 
and, for those who 
couldn't understand 
what they were view- 
ing, a commentator for 
Vince McMahon's 
“Wrestlemania.” He 
mocks neither. “Sports 
is entertainment,” he 
concludes, “and it’s 
only right when the 
arena is filled.” 

Whatever his 
dreams, Coppock 
could never escape 
sports. His father “had 
a passion for games”; 
as Coppock describes 
him, he was “a dreamer 
and gambler, a mover 
and shaker with a 
limited attention span.” 
One of his moves was 
a failed opportunity to 
buy the pro football 
Detroit Lions. “Just think,” 
Coppock remarks, 
“Barry Sanders would 
be answerable to me.” 

Growing up in Chi- 
cago, Coppock would 
get to meet and know 
his dad's hearty-party- 
ing buddies, many of 
them sports legends— 
George Halas, Jack 
Brickhouse, Sid 
Luckman, and Red 
Grange. They were 
great showmen and 
cocky—traits Coppock 
brought to a success- 
ful broadcasting 
career.

Benton is getting nicer. 
In 1967 he wrote 
Bonnie and Clyde, one 
of the first films that not 
only indulged violence 
but confronted 
America with its lust for 
watching it. (This 
year’s Natural Born 
Killers is its heir.) 
Twelve years later, 
Benton wrote and 
directed Kramer vs. 
Kramer, a more 
domesticated film but 
still at the edge of the 
American social land- 
scape—and not quite 
“nice” until the very 
end. Billy Bathgate, 
1991, was a domesti- 
cated film about gang- 
sters, but still about 
gangsters. This year 
Benton writes and 
directs Nobody’s Fool 
(**'/2), based on the 
Richard Russo novel, a 
thoroughly nice film in 
which everyone can 
be redeemed and is 
worth redeeming. Is 
this an improvement? 
In Nobody's Fool, a 
ne'er-do-well (with the 
expectable heart of 
gold) abandons his 
wife and infant son, 
then, 30 years later, 
turns over a new leaf 
to become not only the 
best dad but the best 
granddad in movie- 
land. If by “improve- 
ment” one means cin- 
ema that entertains 
and shows viewers 
something unexpected 
about themselves, 
then Noboay’s Foo! is 
somebody's backslid- 
ing. The tale leaves 
nothing unprecdicted: 
One can see the turn- 


ing of the new leaf 
when the buds are 
blooming. It suggests 
that deadbeat dads 
are worth reviving and 
re-loving, even rever- 
ing. Paul Newman, in 
the lead, is surely 
worth revering, as is 
the late Jessica Tandy, 
playing Newman's 
eighth-grade teacher 
who, for 54 years, has 
never given up on him. 


Bruce Willis does an 
estimable job as 
Newman's employer 
and heir to a local con- 
struction firm, born 
with a silver jackham- 
mer in his mouth. 
Philip Bosco steals the 
show in a supporting 
role, and Benton does 
a nice job with the 
details of small-town 
life that would make 
Norman Rockwell roll 
over in his flowered 
grave. It's the center of 
the film that cheats. 

¢ Tyrus Raymond 
Cobb, one of 
America's greatest 
baseball players, was 


a vicious S.O.B. on 
and off the field. 
Tommy Lee Jones, 
one of America’s 
greatest actors, plays 
the S.O.B. as a tyrant 
more elegant in appre- 
Ciating his tyranny 
than anyone else, 
including his whiny 
biographer, a thank- 
less role played by 
Robert Wuhl. Go to 
see Jones in Cobb; 
the rest follows well 
enough. 

* Sir Anthony 
Hopkins is one of the 
great actors of today’s 
screen. His perfor- 
mances in Silence of 


the Lambs, Howards 
End, and The Remains 
of the Day—different 
only in the degree of 
alluring sadism—con- 
vinced me that | 
should be swept away 
by hearing him dis- 
close the flight pat- 
terns of geese. It's a 
pity they did not help 
me be swept—or 
nudged—by his 
efforts in Legends of 
the Fall (*), a 
wannabe western-fam- 
ily saga about a ranch- 
er, three sons, and one 
woman with the sense, 
and sensibility, of Hoss 
Cariwright's horse. 
And this after taking 
equally bumpy roles in 
The Road to Wellville 
and Shadowlands. 
Why did he do it? | 
have not yet heard that 
Sir Anthony needs 
extra cash or another 
credit on his résumé.

FAST FORWARD 


By Alexis Bespaloff 


It's only a slight exag- 
geration to suggest 
that, with respect to 
young red wines, the 
more you pay, the less 
drinkable the wine is 
likely to be. When 
young, such excellent 
reds as the best 
Bordeaux chateaus, 
the top California 
Cabernet Sauvignons, 
and such Italian clas- 
sics as Barolo and 
Brunello di Montalcino 
are characterized by 
hard, mouth-puckering 
tannins that dominate 
the taste of these 
wines until they have 
matured and softened 
with a few years of bot- 
tle age. With enough 
time, of course, the 
finest, longest-lived 
reds earn their reputa- 
tion as great wines, 
harmonious and com- 
plex. But what should 
we buy to enjoy with 
dinner tonight? 

Many excellent and 
moderately priced 
reds that are widely 
available on retail 
shelves can be con- 
sumed without further 
aging. An obvious 
example is Beaujolais, 
a light red that com- 
bines charm and fruit. 


Another appealing 
and flavorful red is 
California Zinfandel— 
the best examples dis- 
play a spicy, berrylike 
aroma and a supple 
texture that make the 
wine a good choice 
with a variety of foods. 

Although the reds 
from the most famous 
Bordeaux chateaus 
need years to develop 
their full potential, 
there are more than 
200 less exalted 
chateaus, or vine- 
yards, in the Médoc 
district whose wines, 
readily found at $10 to 
$18, can be enjoyed 
within five years of the 
harvest. These 
Médocs have the qual- 
ities that make fine 
Bordeaux such a good 
match with beef and 
lamb—a brisk, pucker- 
ish taste and a refresh- 
ing, mouth-watering 
acidity—but on a 
smaller scale. Familiar 
examples include such 
chateaus as Greysac, 
Meyney, Larose 
Trintaudon, Phélan- 
Ségur, Clarke, 
Sénéjac, Potensac, 
Lestage, Camensac, 
and Malescasse. Try 
these labels, and 
whatever others you 
may find locally, in the 
excellent 1990, 1989, 
and 1988 vintages. 


There is a relatively 
new—and, at $6 to $8, 
inexpensive—category 
of varietal wines from 
the Languedoc area in 
the south of France, a 
vast region previously 
known for indifferent 
vin ordinaire. New 
plantings of such clas- 
sic grape varieties as 
Cabernet Sauvignon, 
Merlot, and Syrah (the 
noble grape of the 
Rhéne Valley) are now 
well established, and 
the wines, labeled with 
the name of the grape, 
are entitled fo the 
appellation Vin de 
Pays d’Oc. Attractive 
Cabernets, Merlots, 
and Syrahs can be 
found under the brand 
names Fortant de 
France, Réserve St. 
Martin, and Les 
Jamelles, and from 
such firms as Georges 
Duboeuf and Dulong. 

The Rioja district, in 
northeastern Spain, 
has long been known 
for its attractive reds, 
made primarily from 
the Tempranillo grape. 
The local tradition has 
been for each firm to 
bottle several wines— 
a young, light red; one 
aged for a year or two 
in wooden casks; and 
a reserva that may 
have been aged for 
several years in wood. 


As a result, a bottle of 
Rioja at any given 
price is almost always 
ready to drink. Among 
the wines available at 
$7 to $10 or so are 
Marqués de Caceres, 
Cumbrero of Bodegas 
Montecillo, Albor of 
Campo Viejo, Vina 
Real of CUNE, Conde 
de Valdemar, and 
Marqués de Murrieta. 
These firms—and 
many others, including 
Muga and Remelluri— 
also produce aged 
reservas, at $15 to 
$20, that are noted for 
their polish and 
restraint. 

Any discussion of 
easy-to-drink reds 
must include the wide 
range of Cabernet 
Sauvignons produced 
in California and the 
inexpensive Caber- 
nets and Merlots made 
in Chile. Among the 
most appealing 
Cabernets, however, 
are those from Aus- 
tralia, whose winemak- 
ers tend to emphasize 
appealing fruit rather 
than intensity of flavor. 
Among the labels 
found here, at $10 or 
less, are Lindemans, 
Rosemount, Seppelt, 
Brown Brothers, Peter 
Lehmann, Hardy's, 
Wyndham Estate, and 
Jacob's Creek.O+-7,

ichael O'Donoghue is 
Me National Lampoon 

founder, “Saturday Night 
Live” creator, director, poet, 
collector, actor, supreme 
friend, party host, and de- 
voted breakfaster. Last year, 
on November 8, Mr. Mike told 
his last Least-Loved Bedtime 
Tale. 

Mike was the greatest sar- 
donic humorist of our time. 
With “The Vietnamese Baby 
Book,” a stunning political par- 
ody that appeared in the early 
seventies in the National 
Lampoon, Mike ripped open 
the collective psyche of an 
entire generation. 

Twenty-two years later, | still’ 
remember the sweet layout 
with the heading BABY’s FIRST 
SHOE and the hideous picture 
of a Vietnamese baby’s foot, 
still wearing a baby shoe, that 
had been blown away from 
the rest of its body. It remains 
the truest statement you 
could make on war. Just 
change the title to “Bosnian 
Baby Book” and it works fine. 
Laughing in agony; that's how 
Mike liked it. 

Before the National 
Lampoon and pieces like “The 
Baby Book,” humor in America 
was all tied up in bows. You 
didn't touch unpleasant things. 
Sardonic humor was danger- 
ous, even criminal. Lenny 
Bruce went to jail for obscenity 
for using words that make up 
90 percent of the average 
HBO comedy act today. 

You didn't talk about sex in 
public. You didn't rail against 
the government. People lived 
behind a facade of prissiness 
that begged to be exploded. 

And Mike rubbed his hands 
and threw the dynamite. 
Totally fearless and dedicated, 
he traversed the mine fields of 


perversity, penetrated the 
perimeters of good taste, and 
escaped every time with 
laughs. 

His “Saturday Night Live” 
imitations of celebrities like 
Merv Griffin plunging golden 
needles into their eyeballs will 
live in eternity. Mike was the 


‘| master. 


| once called him with this 
problem: “Mike,” | said, “| have 
this idea. There's a guy in the 
ghetto in Nazi Germany. And 
every time the S.S. comes to 
round up people and take 
them away, they leave him 
alone because he’s so funny 


and he makes them laugh. But 
Mike, what does he say?” 

Mike thought for a moment 
and then replied, “Take my 
wife, please.” 

Personally, Mike was an 
aesthete. Fond of the Victorian 
and Edwardian periods, he 
collected antique stuffed 
birds, big cats, and bears, 
and he possessed glass 
cases that he filled with col- 
lected oddities. 

He liked to get dressed up 
and have tea and cinnamon 
toast, and one of his greatest 
influences was the style of 
English nursery life of the nine- 
teenth and early twentieth 
centuries. , 

Like all black-humorists, 
Mike was a champion of inno- 
cence. And there was no 
sweeter form than that which 
brought forth James Barrie's 
Peter Pan and A. A. Milne’s 
Winnie the Pooh. Mike loved 
women, and they loved him. 
He had lots and lots of girl- 
friends until, in his late forties, 
he found his dream girl and 
married her in a big church 
wedding. The man who during 
one breakup had said, “Love 
is death camp in a costume,” 
confounded all by having a 
very happy and sunny mar- 
riage. He died happy in love. 
May we all be so blessed. 

Think of Mike as the 
Sherlock Holmes of humor: a 
thin, frenetic man with a 
whirring mind searching for 
the perfect joke word, 
phrase, or quip. 

Picture him sitting at an 
old typewriter before his 
wooden cases of oddities, 
ever teaching and investigat- 
ing, sometimes prone to 
strange fits of brooding, the 
humorous probing of human 
misery taking its toll. 

He always said that when 
he died, his head would 
explode like a giant pifata. 

It was no joke. | saw the 
CAT scan. It did.

Then there is yet another 
friend, a single mom. “I can't 
sleep,” she says. “I'm so _ 
scared of who'll take care of 
Portia if something happens to 
me. Even if something doesn't 
happen to me, how will | ever 
live and send her to college?” 
Then | have the incident of 
the hooker who makes $1,000 
a day going down on men in

Sunset between Fairfax and 
La Brea. When | told her that 
with those earnings she could 
soon stop hooking and be a 
dancer, she said, “Why? | like 
making money.” 

Now, this struck me power- 
fully. Money, | thought. The 
almighty power. |t’s hard to 
believe the things people will 
do for money. It seems it's 
nothing to a great many 
women to put a stranger's 
penis in their mouth, if the act 


is sanctified by money. 

For their part, men will cheat, 
do phone scams, lie on their 
income-tax returns, give and 
take bribes, kill—all for money, 
and all willingly, nay, eagerly. 

| thought about this again as 
| was fishing in northern Idaho, 
on beautiful Lake Pend Oreille 
—the most beautiful spot | 
have ever been. in—with my 
son. We baited our lines with 
lures and salmon eggs. To the 
fish, the lures must have 
seemed like unimaginably juicy 
easy pickings, but that hook 
would cost them their lives. 

If some power were baiting 
hooks for people, what would 
be the lure? Money, surely.

Money is an authentic drug.

Martin's), is about an Italian- 
Irish cop from Queens who's 
almost destroyed by his trou- 
bled conscience and ques- 
tionable oaths of loyalty. It’s a 
subject Leuci knows well. 

Born in Ozone Park, 
Queens, Leuci became a cop 
at 21 and quickly rose from 
patrolman to detective. He 
became known as “Baby 
Face,” operating in the sleazy 
netherworld of street junkies 
and drug dealers. As team 
leader in the Special 
Investigating Unit of the 
Narcotics Division of the New 
York Police Department, he 
went undercover and found 
corruption penetrating the 
entire city criminal-justice 
system. He later admitted that 
he and several of his closest 
colleagues gave drugs to 
informants, used illegal wire- 
taps, and stole money from 
drug dealers. The press had a 
field day. 

When the time came for him 
to tell his story, Leuci was 
turned off by many of the 
reporters who had covered it. 
“| wanted an evenhanded 
writer,” he says. “] knew 
Robert Daley's work—he 
understood the police world. | 
thought he’d be fair, so | 
called him.” This led to the 
best-selling Prince of the City, 
Daley's 1978 nonfiction 
account of Leuci’s odyssey. 

There followed a four-year 
judicial exploration of police 
corruption that involved then 
assistant United States attor- 
ney Rudolph W. Giuliani and, 
as a defense lawyer, Alan 
Dershowitz. Despite counter- 
charges and attempts on his 
life, Leuci remained a cop. But

in 1981, after 20 years in the 
department, he decided it was 
time to leave. “The movie 
Prince of the City, with Treat 
Williams, was coming out,” 
Leuci says. “There was too 
much controversy. | was a 
whistle-blower and a rat—they 
were angry at what | repre- 
sented: It’s like a friend who 
tells you your wife is cheating. 
You want to kill the messenger.” 
At 41, Leuci attended a 
Breadloaf Writer's Conference 
and a fiction workshop at The 
New School for Social 
Research and began his own ~ 
writing. He’s published four

novels—Doyle’s Disciples, 
Odessa Beach, Captain 
Buiterfly, and Double Edge— 
though Fence Jumpers seems 
to be his breakthrough work. 
“It's my most emotional and 
autobiographical,” Leuci says. 
“Before, | felt-like | wrote pretty 
good—for a cop.... This book 
was hard to write. But it was 
cathartic.” 


The fast-paced yet poignant - 


story follows the lives of three 
competitive Queens boyhood 
friends: Dante, Jimmy, and 
JoJo. JoJo grows up to be.a 
John Gotti-like, drug-dealing 
mafioso. The trio are so 
intensely entangled “they're 


almost homosexual,” Leuci 
says—though the only truly 
gay character is.a surprisingly 
sexy and sweet lesbian cop. ° 
So which of the three main 
characters is Leuci? 

‘All three are a part of me,” 
he says, recalling several cop 
friends of his who were killed 
or committed suicide. It's not 
all that different from current 
New York police scandals, 
according to Leuci. “After the 
seventies trials,” he explains, 
“there was an explosion, but 
no fundamental changes were 
made. So five or six years later, 
it's business as usual.... The 
power of being a cop is seduc- 
tive and sensual. Cops are a 
reflection of the people they 
police. There's morality ero- 
sion. When everyone you care 
about is doing the same thing, 
it's confusing, easy to rational- 
ize. In law-enforcement agen- 
cies, five percent are honest, 


| five percent are criminals, and 


90 percent go whichever way 
peer pressure takes them. You 
have to look at the history and 
traditions of the department, 
too.... | got lost.” 

The 53-year-old author, who 
still does consulting work for 
police departments all around 
the country, now lives in 
Rhode Island. Aside from tak- 
ing on his own demons, he’s 
had family tragedies of late. 
His mother and his father 
recently passed away. So did 
his troubled younger brother, 
Richard, a heroin addict who 
“was dying since he was 12.” 
Leuci is also going through a 
divorce from his wife of 25 
years, the mother of his two 
children. But he doesn’t sound 
bitter. 

“I'm anxious and hopeful to 
see what's next,” he says, 
mentioning film interest in 
Fence Jumpers and some 
hard-won wisdom: “Come 
clean with yourself. You have 
fo understand who you are 
and what side you're on.”

grand old master. It's not bad 
for business, either. Common 
Thread: The Songs of the 
Eagles (Warner Bros.) has 
already sold more than three 
million copies; an alternative- 
rock send-up of Carpenters 
classics, /f/ Were a Carpenter 
(A&M), is closing in on gold. 

While some tribute projects 
salute superstars (Backyard 
Records’ You Got Lucky finds 
young garage-rock bands 
recasting the music of Tom 
Petty in gales of feedback), 
the more interesting ones are 
reclamation projects de- 
signed to salvage unjustly 
overlooked geniuses. A num- 
ber of artists who have never 
before lent their voices to a 
tribute project—including 
Brian Wilson, Dion, and the 
Band—appear on the magnif- 
icent ‘Til the Night ls Gone 
(Rhino), making sure the 
world will remember the late 
Doc Pomus. Pomus, who suf- 
fered from polio, was one of 
the few rock-era tunesmiths 
who understood the inner 
workings of blues.and jazz; 
though he wrote hits for Elvis 
and Ray Charles, he was for- 
ever behind the scenes. 


Rhino’s Gary Stewart intends 
to change that. “We want peo- 
ple to look at this lineup and 
go, ‘Why are these people 
doing this?’” he says. “The 
names involved are impres- 
sive, yet the guy we're honor- 
ing is not so immediately obvi- 
ous. And he-should be.” 

The uninitiated can consider 
the aloum—which will benefit 
Doc's passion, the Rhythm 
and Blues Foundation—a 
Pomus primer. It has plenty of 
unadorned, deep-rooted 
blues—Los Lobos mumbling 


" bitterly down “Lonely Avenue,” 


John Hiatt sardonically repris- 
ing Elvis on “A Mess of 
Blues”"—as well as a healthy. 
sampling of crooner-friendly 
ballads, particularly Aaron 
Neville’s breathless redefinition 
of “Save'the Last Dance for 
Me.” But what's most notable 
is the way each artist honors 
the spare, elemental approach 
that was Pomus's signature. 
Bob Dylan, never one to be 
faithful to a familiar line, tips 
his hat with a relatively straight 
reading of “Boogie Woogie 
Country Girl,” while veteran 
soul man Solomon Burke 
savors the gentle, moaning 
melody of “I’m Still in Love With 
You” without oversinging it. 

It turns out that more 
obscure artists and songwrit- 
ers make better tribute sub- 
jects. Since their songs haven't 
been burned into the collec- 
tive subconscious, there’s 
more opportunity for impas- 
sioned interpretation. That's 
one reason Beat the Retreat: 
Songs by Richard Thompson 
(Capitol) is such a treasure. 
Artists as disparate as R.E.M., 
Dinosaur Jr, and the Cajun 
band Beausoleil take turns 
celebrating Thompson's bril- 
liant song-craft, his bitterness, 
his caustic wit and genre-hop- 
ping musical dexterity. 

Similarly, Tower of Song 
(A&M), the second star-filled 
project honoring world-weary 


songwriter Leonard Cohen, 
finds big shots like Sting and 
Elton John—who weren't on 
board for 1991’s /'m Your Fan 
(Atlantic)—giving the grizzled 
bard his props. Billy Joel suc- 
cessfully transforms himself 
into a torchy belter for “Light 
as the Breeze,” Peter Gabriel 
recasts “Suzanne” in woeful 
orchestral hues, and Aaron 
Neville, the most valuable 
player on the current crop of 
tribute albums, invests “Ain't 
No Cure for Love” with his 
well-known brand of first-per- 
son pathos. x 
In the obscurity sweep- 
stakes, however, Z. Z. Hill beats 
even perpetually under-recog- 
nized artists like Thompson 
and Cohen: Hill had only one 
hit, 1981's “Down Home 
Blues,” but throughout his 20 
years as a journeyman, he 
was revered as an incendiary

Religious “true believers” preach violence against women 


As an evangelical Chris- 
tian counselor, Holly 
Wagner Green was 
confident that she had 
all the answers—until a 
small blond woman 
hesitantly stood up at 
a marriage workshop 
Green was presenting 
to say she was leaving 
her husband after four 
years of horrible abuse. 
“| felt | should put up 
with it because of my 
Christian commitment,” 
the woman said. “But 
the last time he started 
punching and kicking 
me, | was holding our 
baby daughter. He 
could have killed her.” 

Others in the group— 
mostly evangelical 
Christian women—were 
shocked, Green re- 
members in her book 
Turning Fear to Hope: 
Help for Marriages 
Troubled by Abuse, but 
not by the brutal batter- 


ing. “You shouldn't 
leave your husband,” 
one woman insisted. 
“No matter what he 
does to you, God put 
him in charge of you.” 

“That's right,” agreed 
another. “God made 
him your lord and mas- 
ter. Even if he tells you 
to jump out the window, 
you should do it. If God 
wants you and your 
baby to live, he'll protect 
you somehow.” 

That attitude would 
have seemed positively 
benevolent to Fawaz 
Turki when he was 
growing up in a tradi- 
tional Muslim household 
in Lebanon. No pros- 
pect of divine—or any 
other—intervention on 
behalf of a mere female 
ever occurred to him. 
In his recent memoir, 
Exile’s Return, he de- 
scribes his older brother 
beating their 16-year-

old sister Jasmine so 
that “bruises showed all 
over her body” and her 
face “began to swell like 
a balloon.” As she 
lay semiconscious and 
cowering in a corner, 
the rest of the family sat 
down to dinner. None of 
them lifted a finger to 
help her, he explains, 
because “she had, after 
all, kissed, actually 
kissed, a boy!” 

A few months later, 
when his sister broke 
the ultimate Muslim 
taboo—losing her vir- 
ginity to a neighborhood 
boy—Turki knew that “a 
drastic fate awaited 
her.... It was simply a 
question of the manner 
in which she would 
receive it. My sister 
had committed an un- 
speakable act beyond 
all understanding. 
Since time immemorial, 
women guilty of it were 
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returned to their Glorious Maker, for pre- 
sumably only He knew how to deal with 
them.” When his brother decreed her 
death and handed her a cup of poison 
to drink, “even Jasmine herself seemed 
to see no injustice in it.... At the time, 
even | saw nothing despotic or ven- 
omous in the verdict passed down on 
my sister.” 

Instead, the family watched Jasmine 
drink the deadly potion, stagger around 
“like a bull gored by too many picks,” 
and collapse dead on the dining-room 
floor. As Turki's mother keened “Koranic 
incantations of distress," his brother took 
out a gun he'd acquired for the occa- 
sion and fired several shots in the air. 
“Now the whole neighborhood [knew] 
that we had redeemed our honor, just as 
tradition dictated,” he writes. 

Is it merely coincidence that God's 
name was invoked in both the slums of 
Beirut and a Midwestern religious 
retreat to justify the torment of women? 
Not at all, according to a variety of 
investigators who have uncovered some 
startling links between domes- 
tic violence and religion. 

Consider the curious 
results of two national sur- 
veys done by researchers 
Richard J. Gelles, Ph.D., and 
Murray A. Straus in 1975 and 
1985, in which thousands of 
Americans were interviewed. 
Although atheists and minori- 
ty-religion members reported 
the highest rates of husband- 
to-wife violence, followed by 
Catholics and Jews, with 
Protestants reporting the least, exactly 
opposite results emerged when Gelles, 
the head of the University of Rhode 
Island Family Violence Research 
Program and coauthor of /ntimate 
Violence, analyzed each religion in 
depth. Despite the relatively benign pic- 
ture that emerged of Protestants as a 
group, he reported that “the more fun- 
damentalist and doctrinaire [Protestant] 
practitioners had the greatest amount of 
abuse of women and children” of all 
American groups he studied, including 
atheists. Another surprise was the next 
most violent group: Orthodox Jews. 
Jews as a group also ranked second to 
members of minority religions in parent- 
to-child assaults. 

This pattern isn’t unique to the United 
States, says Marie-José Regab, the for- 
mer director of the National Organization 
for Women's international section, in 
Washington, D.C., who has traveled 
extensively in the Arab world, talking to 
women's groups. She adds, “The more 
moderate Muslim countries have much 
less domestic violence than in funda- 
mentalist Arab nations, where terrorists 
use narrow, sexist interpretations of the 
Koran to justify denying women the right 
to drive; letting religious police attack or 
kill young girls on the street if they are 
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not veiled from head to toe; even burn- 
ing women in their home if they want to 
go to school, as has happened recently 
in Algeria,” where Islamic hard-liners 
have also beheaded women for undis- 
closed reasons, according to current 
news reports. 

“As soon as you sit down with Muslim 
women from these nations, you'll hear 
their personal stories about being beat- 
en, slapped, or thrown against a wall by 
their husbands, fathers, or brothers. It's 
horrendous how women are suffering 
because of the conservative view of reli- 
gion,” Regab says, reciting a litany of 
atrocities. She cites official reports that 
5,000 brides are burned to death in 
India each year for their dowries—NOW 
sources say the true rate could be ten 
times higher—and laws in many Muslim 
countries that permit “honor killings” by 
men who believe their wives, sisters, or 
daughters are guilty of adultery. In 
Pakistan, rape victims must produce 
four pious male witnesses to the 
crime—or be sent to jail themselves for

having sex outside of marriage. 

Similar legal and religious strictures in 
Saudi Arabia, wrote the anonymous 
author of the best-selling autobiography 
Princess Sultana’s Daughters, \eft her 
royal sister, Reema, with no recourse 
whatsoever after her brutal husband 
raped her anally, inflicting such severe 
injuries that she was forced to wear a 
colostomy bag for the rest of her life. 
When Sultana protested in horror that 
something, surely, could be done to 
punish the man for his crime, an older 
sister answered sadly, “Who, in our land, 
would take the side of a woman against 
her husband?" 

In another Islamic fundamentalist 
nation, Bangladesh, 200,000 people— 
among them mullahs brandishing 
Korans and hundreds of men with live 
cobras or pythons coiled around their 
necks—took to the streets last year to 
call for the public hanging of Taslima 
Nasrin, the feminist writer who defied 
Islamic taboos advocating equality for 
women and using explicit sexual 
imagery in her books. Like Salman 
Rushdie, she's been forced to flee by 
Islamic militants who offered a price for 
her death. (It is a revealing commentary 
on the relative value of men and women 
in the Muslim world that the price on 


Rushdie's head is an astronomical $2 
million, while the bounty on Nasrin is a 
modest $2,500.) For the first time in 
Bangladesh, Nasrin told The New 
Yorker, “fundamentalists have been able 
to unite 300 million people on one 
thing—the need for my death.” 

Why is it that true believers from three 
of the world’s major religions seem simi- 
larly united in their approval of violence 
toward women? “The notion that men 
are subservient to God and that women 
are subservient to men in exactly the 
same way is the common link between 
Islam, Judaism, and fundamentalist 
Christianity,” says Anson Shupe, Ph.D, a 
professor of sociology at Indiana 
University and Purdue, and a coauthor 
of Violent Men, Violent Couples. “Al! 
these religions were developed by men 
in patriarchal cultures who just took it for 
granted women were inferior and should 
be controlled and chastised with physi- 
cal force. Martin Luther, for example, 
was a wife beater who bragged to col- 
leagues his wife, Katie, was a pretty 
good wife—all he had to do 
was box her on the ear once 
in awhile. Such violence was 
viewed as part of the divinely 
ordained order of things. 

“Even today, the up-front 
attitude in traditional religions 
is that males run the show in 
the church and in the home,” 
he remarks. “There’s no 
clearer statement of patri- 
archy than a prayer Ortho- 
dox Jewish males recite 
daily, thanking God for not 
making them women—a fate worse 
than death. Plenty of Protestant preach- 
ers talk as if the weight of the church 
and the Bible is behind wife abuse 
because women are told to be humble, 
acknowledge their inferiority, and give 
up control to men. Many fundamental- 
ists don't see any problem with a 
woman being beaten except as symp- 
tomatic of the larger problem of uppity 
women. A theme of submission runs 
through this tragedy like a red letter, 
because once you start telling women 
they must submit to men, you get the 
problem of what to do if they don't, 
which puts you on a slippery slope that 
invariably leads to violence.” 

That religious rationale for battering is 
all too familiar to Lonnie R. Hazlewood, 
a past director of the Austin Family 
Violence Diversion Network and coau- 
thor with Shupe of several books on 
domestic abuse. During his 12 years as 
a counselor in various secular programs 
for male batterers, he’s found that the 
most common phrase men use to justify 
their violence is, “She won't submit.” 
There are also biblical verses he has 
come to hate. “One which comes up a 
good deal says you have the right to 
chastise your wife if she speaks out. 
Older religious men are the most diffi- 


cult to counsel, as they often feel righ- 
teous about their violence—which is 
typically more frequent and severe 
among fundamentalist Christians than in 
other groups. Some of them will even 
force their victim to kneel and pray for 
God's forgiveness for her awful ways 
that make them have to beat her up.” 
Most dangerous of all are abusive 
men who say they've suddenly found 
Jesus, Hazlewood believes. “Occasion- 
ally, it's an answer, but most of the time, 
it's not,” she says. “The woman thinks 
everything will be okay now that her 
partner is born again, but he feels he’s 
been absolved of all sin—including past 
abuse—and often finds justification for 
future abuse when he hears the minister 
preaching that women should do for 
their husband as they would for the 
Lord." For many violent men, thinks 
Skipp Porteous, a former fundamentalist 
minister and publisher of Freedom 
Writer, “a key attraction of the religion is 
that it gives them power over women.” 
Any man who is drawn to an evangel- 
ical faith for these reasons would find a 
vast supply of meek victims and com- 
placent clergymen, Holly Wagner Green 
admits. “It's not the woman who steps 
out of her place who is likely to get 
abused, but the good Christian wife,” 
Green says. “She is the traditional little 
woman and stay-at-home mom whose 


world revolves around her marriage. 
She accepts her husband's criticism, 
tries to be perfect, and would never 
henpeck her husband or tell him off.” 
Evangelical ministers, who are exclu- 
sively’ male, often show little sympathy 
for battered wives, Green adds, al- 
though some now preach against mari- 
tal battery “at least once a year.” 

Despite a token sermon or two, the 
fundamentalist clergy have hardly 
flocked to oppose assaults on women or 
children—either now or in the 1980s, 
when a New Right coalition of funda- 
mentalists and born-again Christians, 
Orthodox Jews, anti-abortion Catholics, 
and Mormons vigorously lobbied 
against continuing funds for the Office 
of Domestic Violence, a federal clearing- 
house launched during the Carter 
years. As their way of strengthening the 
American family, they deluged senators 
with letters insisting that battered- 
women’s shelters were actually satanic 
places run by radical feminists who 
made women agree to divorce their 
husbands before they were let in. So 
effective was this campaign that the 
agency closed forever soon after 
Ronald Reagan took office. 

It is ironic, in view of its impassioned 
advocacy of the rights of the unborn, 
that the religious right is violently 
opposed to legislation to protect chil- 
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dren who are already born. The Moral 
Majority, for example, persuaded one 
senator to introduce a “Family Protec- 
tion Act” that would have eliminated fed- 
eral funding for any child-abuse-preven- 
tion program, redefined “child abuse” to 
exclude all forms of corporal punish- 
ment by parents—no matter how 
harsh—and banned any future federal 
law that would require states to take 
action against marital assaults. The leg- 
islation was never passed. (No such 
legislative reform is required in Algeria, 
where in 1982 lawmakers earnestly 
debated which size of stick was best for 
a wife’s daily beating; or in Pakistan, 
where a newborn baby was stoned to 
death by mullahs who thought it might 
be illegitimate.) 

“If you mention child abuse to funda- 
mentalist Christians,” Gelles says, “the 
reaction is, ‘Get out of my face. You 
have no right to tell me how to raise my 
kids.’ Any time | go on the radio to talk 
about child abuse. I’m sure to get a 
huge stack of furious mail from the folks 
with the Bibles and highlighter pens. 
South Carolina was obliged to modify 
state laws on the reporting of child 
abuse after fundamentalist Christians 
filled the galleries of the legislature to 
vociferously argue that the Bible gave 
them a right to bend the will of a child 
through the rod. For two years they 
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blocked any child-abuse funds from 
going out into the state.” 

Parents bent on whipping Satan out 
of their kids “often foster a cycle of vio- 
lence, as study after study shows that a 
child who is abused has a great likeli- 
hood of taking it out on someone else 
when he grows up—his own children, 
other people's kids, or his spouse,” 
maintains Donald Capps, a theologian 
and past president of the Society for 
Scientific Study of Religion. “By legit- 
imizing physical abuse of children—and 
I’ve seen books by Christians that 
debate whether or not babies in the crib 
are too young to be beaten with the 
hand or a hickory stick—religion can 
perpetuate abuse.” 

Witnessing their mother being beaten 
can also have devastating effects, adds 
Sylvia Gafford-Alexander, the director of 
the Connecticut Coalition Against 
Domestic Violence, in Hartford, whose 
clientele consists primarily of battered 
women, “70 percent to 80 percent of 
whom profess strong belief in the 
Supreme Being” and who turned to 
shelters only after the clergy proved to 
be no help. “One of the most egregious 
cases I've seen was that of a three- 
month-old baby who'd been bitten all 
over his body,” she says. “Il thought he 
had been attacked by a dog, but it was 
his very precocious two-year-old brother 
who did it. This two year old often saw 
his mother battered by her husband, 
who said he’d beat her until she 
stopped crying. So when the baby 
cried, the two year old concluded that 
he should hurt the baby until he 
stopped crying, and that's what he did.” 

A truly bizarre case of religious fervor 
taken to a sickening extreme of sadism 
occurred in the Dallas-based psychi- 
atric practice of Ruth Whitley, M.D., a 
past president of the North Texas 
Association of Psychiatric Physicians 
and a clinical professor of psychiatry at 
University of Texas Southwestern 
Medical Center. “A physician—who was 
a religious fanatic—cut strips of skin 
from his daughter's back and used them 
to make a whip to beat her with. He kept 
citing something from the Old Testament 
which supposedly gave him biblical 
grounds to punish his daughter—with 
her own flesh,” she remembers. 

Capp and other theologians observe 
that those who take the Scriptures liter- 
ally are often prone to “proof-texting,” or 
taking biblical passages out of context 
to support whatever view a person 
already has. “In the Book of Proverbs, 
the Bible says that if you beat a child 
with a rod, he will not die—which is 
commonly taken to support strong physi- 
cal punishment—but it also says that 
you should beat servants, which may 
have been taken during the days of slav- 
ery as biblical justification for abusing 
African-Americans, and that you should 
beat anyone who is a just-plain fool.” 
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Though they're only slightly less vio- 
lent than the doctrinaire Christians, says 
Gelles, Orthodox Jews aren't nearly so 
up-front about publicly advocating 
abuse. “There is a very deep level of 
denial in the Orthodox community,” he 
explains. “People refuse to believe it 
even exists in Jewish families—sort of a 
Nicole Brown Simpson syndrome, 
where people think, ‘How could you get 
hit if you're married to the perfect man?’ 
| recently gave a speech to 500 people 
—most of them battered Jewish women 
who had never spoken with another bat- 
tered Jewish woman. If you hear any 
talk about abuse, it is more likely to be of 
child abuse than wife abuse,” particular- 
ly in the wake of national 1990 headlines 
about Shulamis Riegler, an Orthodox 
Jewish mother who twisted the thigh of 
her retarded eight-year-old son, Yaakov, 
until the bone broke. She also beat him 
with a stick from head to toe on Yom 
Kippur—the Day of Atonement, the holi- 
est day of the Jewish year, when Jews 
pray for forgiveness for their sins. The 
boy fell into a coma and died 
two weeks later. 

Incredibly, after this tra- 
gedy, The New York Times 
managed to find a neighbor- 
hood rabbi who refused to 
categorize Riegler's years of 
mistreating her children— 
which included sending 
Yaakov to school with a 
slashed ear and an oozing 
head wound, and battering 
and burning another son until 
he was taken to a hospital 
unconscious—as child abuse. “She is a 
good mother ... a family person,” he 
maintained, adding, in the understate- 
ment of the year, “There were prob- 
lems.... The children did get some 
amount of love and affection, but not all 
they were supposed to be getting.” 

There are several reasons why many 
rabbis would prefer not to acknowledge 
child and wife abuse in their congrega- 
tions, explains Robert Gluck, a recon- 
structionist rabbi from Massachusetts 
who has spent ten years running pro- 
grams for abusers. “One is the history of 
anti-Semitism our people have been 
subjected to that makes some rabbis 
reluctant to air anything publicly which 
casts a negative light on Jews,” Gluck 
says, also citing religious prohibitions 
against /eson hara, or “evil speech,” 
which forbids Orthodox parishioners 
talking about instances of wife or child 
abuse, except to rabbis or other people 
who can actually do something about it. 

That's a very short list, points out 
Susan Bruck, the president of B'nai 
B'rith, an organization for Jewish 
women, since there are only about a 
dozen battered-women’s shelters in the 
whole country equipped to meet the 
religious and dietary needs of Orthodox 
women, while kosher facilities for 
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abused children are almost nonexistent. 
New York child-abuse investigators said 
that an inability to find a kosher foster 
home for Yaakov Riegler kept them from 
acting on numerous reports from his 
school that he had suspicious bruises, 
gashes, and burns many months before 
his mother finally beat him to death. 

Nor are victims of violence likely to be 
directed to the few facilities that do 
exist, notes Gluck. “! hear stories all the 
time of women being told by Ortho- 
dox—or non-Orthodox—rabbis to stay 
in violent marriages for the sake of 
shalom bayit." That's an ironic term in 
this context; it refers to the religious 
ideal of a peaceful Jewish home. Gluck 
believes such attitudes are a key reason 
why studies show that Jewish women, 
on average, stay in violent marriages 
five to ten years longer than other 
women do. 

Faith also makes it very difficult for 
either Islamic or Orthodox Jewish 
women to divorce men who maltreat 
them—even though males in these reli- 
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gions can end marriages easily. Islamic 
men in many Arab countries can get rid 
of unwanted wives merely by saying “I 
divorce you,” but a Muslim woman 
desiring a divorce in Lebanon must 
prove in court that her husband has 
either forced her into prostitution, 
refused to have sex with her for three 
years, or committed adultery in the mar- 
ital home and “refuses to reform.” Even 
then, a woman's divorce isn't necessarily 
final. In Bangladesh last year, a 21-year- 
old woman's second marriage was 
declared invalid by a mullah who 
decreed that she be buried in a waist- 
deep pit and slowly stoned to death, 
specifying 101 blows. 

While such extreme sanctions don't 
exist in Orthodox Judaism, it’s almost 
impossible for a woman to divorce even 
the most abusive of men without his 
written consent. No Orthodox and few 
Conservative Jews recognize civil 
divorces. If a husband refuses to grant 
his wife a religious bill of divorce (a get), 
she's forever prohibited from even dat- 
ing other men and is classified an 
agunuh, a “woman in chains.” Should 
she obtain a civil divorce and remarry 
anyway, any future children she might 
have—and all of their descendants in 
perpetuity—are considered bastards. 


The result—both in Israel and here— 
can be religious divorce cases oddly 
reminiscent of Jarndyce v. Jarndyce, 
the never-ending lawsuit Charles 
Dickens wrote about in Bleak House. 
One woman has spent 16 years in Israeli 
rabbinical courts trying to sever herself 
from a savagely abusive man she has 
long since ceased to consider her hus- 
band in anything but name. She was 
invariably advised to give the relation- 
ship another try—even though Israeli 
laws allow rabbis to send men to jail for 
unjustly denying their wives a get. 

Perhaps the most offbeat case of an 
Orthodox man who played hard to get 
is that of Yehuda Schwartz, a former 
Manhattan Beach, New York, resident 
currently living in Israel. He reportedly 
took to tormenting Naomi, his wife of 21 
years, by chasing her around their 
expensive Manhattan Beach home with 
a shofar—the ram's horn normally blown 
only in synagogues on the most solemn 
of holy days. Schwartz, however, found 
a decidedly unorthodox use for his sho- 
far, Naomi testified—blasting 
itin her ears as loudly as he 
could to scare off an evil 
ghost he believed to inhabit 
her body. The incessant 
blasting of Yehuda’s horn— 
plus his alarming habit of 
quoting biblical verses about 
dire punishments for adultery 
to his wife in front of their 
three children—prompted 
Naomi to demand a divorce. 

Yehuda Schwartz told his 
wealthy wife—she is part 
owner of The Jewish Press, America’s 
largest Jewish weekly newspaper—that 
the only way she'd get a get from him 
was if he got about $2 million from her. 
Her plight—and that of another 
Orthodox wife who had to sign over 
everything she owned to her husband 
before he'd give her a religious divorce— 
moved the New York legislature to pass 
a law to combat get extortion. In 
October 1994, a landmark ruling in New 
York held that Yehuda’s many months of 
withholding a get as he pressured his wife 
for financial concessions were grounds 
for losing any claim to her money. 

Though this new law helped Naomi 
obtain her get, Orthodox rabbis are now 
fighting for its repeal. Undisturbed by 
such cases as that of the Orthodox wife 
whose leg was broken as her husband 
dragged her down a city street while 
she clung for dear life to the open door 
of his car—and then had to pay him 
$15,000 and promise not to file assault 
charges before he'd give her a get—an 
opponent of this law told New York 
magazine that the real issue was what 
kind of “family values” New York judges 
who heard get cases might have. 

Outrageous as it may be to require 
women to pay ransoms to free them- 
selves from abusive men, divorce is at

Socket software is bet- 
ter, and its Gopher is 
easier to use. Internet 
in a Box has a better 
newsreader and telnet 
client. Chameleon 
comes with Archie and 
Finger, but Internet in a 
Box features a graph- 
ics viewer and an 
encoder-decoder. At 
the time of this writing, 
Chameleon's 
WebSurfer doesn’t 
support forms, so 
Internet in a Box’s Air 
Mosaic comes out 
ahead, though neither 
browser is as fast or 
as powerful as 
Netscape, discussed 
below. All in all, both 
packages are excel- 
lent, and you can't go 
wrong with either. 

Netscape (Netscape 
Communications, [415] 
254-2619, free from 
http:/Avww.mcom.com; 
commercial version 
with manual and sup- 
port, $100). Even if 
you buy a commercial 
program that comes 
with a browser, you'll 
probably want to use 
Netscape on the Web.

THE RIGHT MODEM FOR THE 
JOB—ANY JOB 


By Denny Atkin 


You're ready to take 
the plunge into the 
world of on-line com- 
munication, but as you 
search for the modem 
you need to connect 
your computer to the 
outside world, you find 
yourself drowning in a 
sea of numbers, 
acronyms, and 
options. It begins to 
look as if your first 
excursion on the 
Information Super- 
highway is going to 
take more study than 
your first driver's 
license test. 

Don't let the barrage 
of technical terms 
make you decide that 
computers and phone 
lines just weren't 
meant to go together. 
Although there's a 
plethora of standards 
and protocols in the 
world of on-line com- 
munications—and a 
single modem can 
incorporate a dozen of 
these—you need only 
consider a few factors 
when purchasing your 
first modem or upgrad- 
ing from an older, 
slower model. 

First, decide 
whether you want an 
internal or external 
modem. Mac users will 
need to go with an 
external model; PC 
users are probably 
better off doing so as 
well. Internal and 
external modems per- 
form identically, but 
internal units require 
that you open your 
computer's case, and 
they may force you to 
learn how to disable

Also, externals feature 
handy status lights 
that let you keep an 
eye on your on-line 
connection, and 
they're easily movable 
between computers. 
Internal modems 
make more sense if 
you're using a laptop 
computer: You'll have 
one less piece of 
equipment to haul 
around. Some laptop 
computers, including 
most Macintosh 
PowerBooks, have 
slots for custom inter- 
nal modems. Many 
newer portable com- 
puters have one or 
more PCMCIA slots 
into which you can 
slide a credit card-size 
modem. PCMCIA 
modems are tiny, but 
they pack the com- 
plete functionality of 
full-size units. Road 
warriors who want to 
use their laptops with 
cellular phones should 
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If the Net's 

a highway, 
then the 
modem is 
your engine. 
Get one 

that’s fast and 
Capable, and 
there'll be no 
stopping you. 
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look for a modem that 
supports MNP10, an 
error-correction scheme 
needed to transmit 
data reliably over 
cellular connections. 

Most newer 
modems can send 
and receive faxes, 
connecting to stan- 
dard fax machines or 
other fax-modems. 
Faxes you send— 
straight from your word 
processor—look 
cleaner and sharper 
than those sent by 
conventional fax 
machines. Fax- 
modems are friendlier 
to the environment 
than standard fax 
machines: You can 
view received faxes on 
the screen, store them 
on your hard drive, 
and print them only 
when necessary—no 
more trees lost to junk 
faxes. The only disad- 
vantage is that you'll 
need a scanner if you 
want to fax preprinted 
documents. 

One problem facing 
many modem users is 
the availability of only 
one phone line in the 
home. If you leave 
your fax-modem 
turned on, voice 
callers are greeted by 
a horrible electronic 
screeching. For only a 
few dollars more than 
you'd spend ona 
basic fax-modem— 
less than the addition- 
al cost of a good 
answering machine— 
you can get a modem 
with voice-mail capa- 
bilities. With the proper 
software (often in- 
cluded in the box), the 
modem can automati- 
cally differentiate 
between voice and fax 


calls, saving you the 
expense of a second 
phone line for fax 
reception. Because 
phone messages are 
stored in digital form 
on your computer's 
hard disk, you can file 
messages for later 
retrieval. If you have a 
teenager, you'll love 
having the ability to set 
up personal voice-mail 
boxes for everyone in 
your household. 

Then there's the 
maiter of speed. Two 
years ago, $150 would 
buy a 2,400-b.p.s. 
(240 characters per 
second—a page of 
text every 6.5 sec- 
onds) model. Today, 
the same money will 
buy a low-end 28,800- 
b.p.s. modem that 
transfers data 12 times 
faster. The majority of 
modems being sold at 
the moment run at 
14,400 b.p.s. and are 
capable of transferring 
a page in about one 
second. The current 
industry standard is 
14,400 b.p.s., the 
fastest speed sup- 
ported by most on-line 
networks. Despite this, 
you should go ahead 
and purchase a 
28,800-b.p.s. model. 


The price difference is 
small, and you'll find 
the extra speed is a 
godsend for graphic- 
and sounc-intensive 
telecommunication 
applications, such as 
exploring the World 
Wide Web. Many 
Internet-access 
providers already sup- 
port the faster speed, 
and such commercial 
networks as America 
Online have pledged 
support for high 
speeds over the com- 
ing year. 

What about all those 
acronyms and num- 
bers you'll find on 
modems? There are 
only a few you need to 
worry about. If you're 
buying a 14,400-b.p.s. 
modem, make sure it 
supporis the V.32bis 
standard; for 28,800- 
b.p.s. modems, the 


standard to look for is 
V.34. Avoid modems 
marked V.Fast, V.FC, 
or V.32turbo— 
although these 
modems proclaim fast 
speeds, they're based 
on preliminary stan- 
dards that were cre- 
ated before the V.34 
28,800-b.p.s. design 
was completed and 
will connect with most 
modems at only 
14,400 b.p.s. You 
should make sure that 
your modem is Hayes 
AT command-set 
compatible, but 
virtually all modern 
modems are. 

Don't let bundled 
software exert a big 
influence on your 
modem decision. 
Communication and 
fax packages included 
with most modems are 
very basic, stripped- 
down versions that 
you'll probably need to 
replace or upgrade 
almost immediately. 
While some modems 
come with member- 
ship kits for on-line net- 
works, you can usually 
get those same kits 
free with a call to the 
service. Once your 
modem is installed and 
configured, you can 
explore the world from 
your desk. Next stop,

ALOT OF HUEY 

How low will Hollywood go? Well, how about a 
film that portrays the late Huey Newton, 
arguably one of the meanest militants in recent 
history, as a role model for African-American 
youth? Panther, as this revisionist look at the 
gun-toting Black Panther party leader is enti- 
tled, is scheduled to come to your neighbor- 
hood this spring courtesy of Gramercy Pictures, 
a joint venture of PolyGram Filmed Entertain- 
ment and Universal Pictures. 

Directed by Mario Van Peebles (in favor in 
the industry after the commercial success of 
New Jack City), it was written by his father, 
Melvin. The senior Van Peebles maintains that 
Newton (played by Marcus Chong) and his 
cohorts have been vilified unjustifiably because 
of “racial paranoia.” The 
work will teach young peo- 
ple “the principles, ideals, 
and sacrifices” for which the 
Panthers stood, according 
to an early party member 
who is a consultant to the 
project. 

But the writer and editor 
David Horowitz, who knew 
Newton and has since made 
a career of attacking many 
of his one-time radical 
friends, says the film is a 
“big lie.” He contends that it 
will inspire youngsters to 
racial vitriol and violence. 

The shooting script, a 
copy of which has been 
shown exclusively to “U.S.A. 
Confidential,” begins with a 
montage of civil rights 
images: Joan Baez's “Blowin’ 
in the Wind”; James Brown's 
“| Feel Good”; Rosa Parks; Malcolm X ... and 
then, a voice-over recalling that “legend has it” 
that a socially conscious Newton started the 
party with Bobby Seales after they “met at 
some coffeehouse.” They were motivated, con- 
tinues the script, by “pigs” who had thrown 
Newton in jail. 

“To compare Huey Newton to Rosa Parks 
and Malcolm X is preposterous, ridiculous,” 
says Hugh Pearson, the African-American 
author of The Shadow of the Panther, a critical 
history of Newton and the party. 

There is no question, he says, that Newton 
wanted to create positive change in the ghet- 
to. But contrary to the suggestion that his first 
prison sentence was due to police brutality, it 
was the outcome of an argument during 
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which he stabbed an unarmed black man. 

Far from being the heroic organization por- 
trayed in the film, Pearson says, Newton's party 
had all the characteristics of a Mafia gang: 
Enforcers extorted money from legitimate black 
merchants as well as shaking down criminals. 
Party members were kept in line with torture, 
sexual abuse, and murder. 

It isn't just what the film ignores that outrages 
some historians, however; it's what it allegedly 
invents. In its most incendiary scenes, J. Edgar 
Hoover is seen enlisting the Mafia to swamp 
the ghettos with heroin. He hopes to “pacify” 
their inhabitants with this final solution to 
Newton's growing “power base.” Newton is 
shown campaigning valiantly against the nar- 
cotics tide. The stirring final scene concludes, 
“In 1970 there were 300,000 
addicts in the United States. 
Yesterday, there were three 
million...” 

There’s no doubt, Pearson 
and other researchers say, 
that Hoover tried to destroy 
the Black Panthers with 
harassment and infiltration. 
But when it came to drugs, 
the shoe seems to have fit 
Newton well: He was addicted 
to cocaine, and he paid for 
his habit by siphoning funds 
from health, food, and edu- 
cation programs that the 
party had started for needy 
African-Americans. 

But no one who has fol- 
lowed the movie industry 
recently will be surprised by 
any of this. As one of the film’s 
producers has complacently 
observed, “There's a lot of talk 
in the black community about what Hollywood 
will or won't allow us to make. The answer is, 
they will allow what makes money.” No doubt 
someone is already designing “Huey” caps.

But you might be surprised to find that the clean-cut, fair- 
haired Robert Redford is the latest addition to this unholy ros-

The answer lies in Quiz Show, Redford’s highly praised film, 
which he produced and directed, and into which the 
respectable, family-oriented Disney organization has poured 
millions of dollars to promote what has turned out to be one of 
the most well-publicized motion pictures of all time. 

lrony of all ironies, this movie about a rigged TV show is 
more rigged than the TV program it purports to expose! 

The program in question is “Twenty-One,” a TV quiz show 
that went on the air 38 years ago, whose most famous con- 
testant was Charles Van Doren, an assistant professor of 
English at Columbia University and a member of a distin- 
guished literary and academic family. The film supposedly 
reveals the behind-the-scenes drama of Van Doren versus 
Herbert Stempel, a nerdlike Brooklyn character with a photo- 
graphic memory. 

The film’s hero is Richard Goodwin, a congressional inves- 
tigator at the time who, according to the film, single-handedly 
exposes “Twenty-One” and, especially, its star contestant, 
Van Doren. In fact, the movie is based on a chapter from 
Goodman's biography, Remembering America: A Voice From 
the Sixties, which provided the basis for the screenplay by 
Paul Attanasio, a former film critic.

| paid my debt to society for this deception long ago. | was 
indicted for perjury, made three appearances before grand 
juries and a congressional committee, and had to deal with 
the tender mercies of the New York district attorney's office 
for a four-year period. | was blacklisted, | lost a good job as a 
television producer, and | had to leave the United States in 

order to support my wife and four young children. 
Robert Redford’s hoax on history, by contrast, is bringing

him unbelievable praise from the country's film critics, lush 
financial rewards, and, very probably, Academy Award 
acclaim. Ironically, he justifies his deception just as | did so 
many years ago: It’s entertainment! 

But unlike the original quiz-show hoax, Redford’s Quiz 
Show hoax actually has the gall to preach a message of 
morality to its audience. “Look!” it says. “Television corrupted 
America! Our innocence as a nation was taken away by 
these evil manipulators!” 

As I've already noted, the movie's P.R. has been awesome. 
Disney, the film’s distributor, went overboard in promoting 
Redford’s baby. And in practically all his appearances and 
interviews, Redford touted his point that the rigged quiz 
shows were the beginning of the loss of innocence and the 
moral decline of America, resulting (hold your breath) in the 
Vietnam War, Watergate, and Iran-contra; the deaths of JFK, 
Bobby Kennedy, and Martin Luther King; the B.C.C.!. and 
S &L scandals; and Senator Packwood and O. J. Simpson.... 

In other interviews, Redford, Attanasio, and Goodwin 
added Oliver North, drugs, violence, and racism. In fact, the 
roster of “Twenty-One’s” moral victims is endless. By the time 
you read this, Redford will have probably added Michael 
Jackson and Bill Clinton's lascivious libido! 

It is Redford's contention that his film portrays the essential 
truth about all the sordid events surrounding the scandal and 
the subsequent investigation in Washington by the House of 
Representatives Subcommittee on Legislative Oversight, 
headed by Congressman Oren Harris of Arkansas. 

But the essential truth is that practically everything about 
me in the film is phony, except for my name and the fact that | 
work for Penthouse International (and have been doing so for 
more than a quarter of a century), which appears in the cred- 
its at the end of the film. 

For one thing, | do not recall ever meeting Richard 
Goodwin, the film's hero, who went on, in the sixties and sev- 
enties, to build a reputation as Washington's Sammy Glick. 
Although Redford felt that Goodwin's book contained an hon- 
est look at America in the fifties, wnat was written about the 
quiz-show scandal—and, especially, my role in it—was filled 
with inaccuracies. 

Redford went on to totally compound this falsification when 
Attanasio turned Goodwin's “history” into a movie. Nobody 
associated with the film seems to have checked the facts. 
Certainly, | was never contacted by Attanasio, Redford, or, 
indeed, anyone from the production company to ask me to 
help them make certain that their screenplay was factually 
correct. 

This, despite the fact that my lawyer sent a letter to 
Redford on August 30, 1993, stating, “On Mr. Freedman's 
behalf, we offer to speak with you, answer questions, and 
otherwise give you information so that you may not trans- 
gress what the laws allow.” Unfortunately, Quiz Show did a lot 
of transgressing. 

Neither Dan Enright (now deceased), the owner of 
“Twenty-One,” nor Van Doren met with Attanasio. Could it be 
that Redford was not as interested in getting at the truth as 


he was in keeping the truth out of the way of entertainment? 

Redford’s arrogance in producing a film using real names 
(like mine, for instance) without having the professional 
integrity to contact the real people behind the names he 
wanted to exploit explains why his Quiz Show is far more 
rigged than “Twenty-One” ever was! 

In my opinion, the bulk of the movie is fiction. All the 
scenes and dialogue between Freedman and Enright, and 
Freedman and Van Doren, are figments’ of the filmmakers’ 
imaginations. 

Redford's injecting anti-Semitism in the treatment of 
Herbert Stempel, who lost to Van Doren, was truly vicious. It 
was not only untrue, but reveals a meanness of spirit on the 
part of Redford. 

| was hired as producer while Stempel was still on the 
show. Having heard about him, | had no desire to meet him, 
and indeed did not. This obsessive individual became 
Enright's Frankenstein. Upon losing to Van Doren and walking 
away with $50,000, Stempel became obsessed with destroy- 
ing Van Doren, Enright, and “Twenty-One,” and he was, 
indeed, partly responsible for doing just that. 

He unsuccessfully attempted to peddle his story to the 
New York newspapers. Finally, he contacted the New York 
district attorney's office, where he found sympathetic ears. 
The timing couldn't have been better. The district attorney, 
Frank Hogan, was running as the Democratic candidate for 
the United States Senate. The year was 1958. 

The publicity when Hogan officially announced his quiz- 
show investigation was overwhelming. The New York papers, 
especially the tabloids, had a field day. 

New York City began the fifties with eight dailies. The pow- 
erful competition of the bold new medium, TV, for advertising 
dollars closed five of the papers by the end of the decade. 
The newspapers that survived were out for blood, desperate 
to make television look as bad as possible. The fact that their 
screaming headlines also sold papers didn't hurt. 

This amazing press reaction was obviously not lost on the 
politicians in Washington, who in 1959 began their own inves- 
tigation of quiz shows. Needless to say, it was a lot safer than 
investigating political corruption. 

For the past 37 years, Stempel’s main mission in life has 
been to get back at both Van Doren and Enright, whom he 
once tried to blackmail for $50,000. With Redford’s help, 
Stempel got his wish. As an added compensation, Redford 
lists Stempel as an adviser on the film, for which he received 
a reported $30,000. The fact that his persona in the film is 
that of an irritating, pathetic nerd was one of its few true-to- 
life characterizations. 

As for Van Doren, | was the only one who dealt with him on 
“Twenty-One.” Quiz Show's version of how Van Doren got on 
the program, his dealings with Enright, and his relationship 
and conversations with me are totally false. Only he and | 
know what transpired between us. Redford’s version is com- 
pletely off the wall!

heaven: five dollars, half a sawbuck for a three-minute song. 
She takes your money and takes her seat. Welcome to the 
wonderful world of lap dancing, 1990s-style. 

Screenwriter Joe Eszterhas and director Paul Verhoeven, 
the fun couple that brought Basic Instinct to a salivating pub- 
lic, have announced plans to collaborate again on a film titled 
Showgirls. This one is Flashdance meets Viva Las Vegas: the 
story of a young, inexperienced dancer determined to find her 
destiny as a Las Vegas show girl. 

But when she shows up in the town that Bugsy built, the 
doors to the big time are closed to her. The only work she can 
find is as a lowly lap dancer in a nickel sleaze palace, as far 
away from the glamour of Strip striptease as our poor latter- 
day Esther Blodgett can get. “We found out that there is 
indeed lap dancing in Las Vegas,” Eszterhas was quoted as 
saying—a man confident in the power of research. Yes, 
Virginia, there is lap dancing.... Stop the presses! We are 
shocked—shocked!—that such a thing goes on. In fact, the 
whole hags-to-bitches 
plot line of Showgirls 
sounds just about what 
Hollywood would make 
of the recent resurgence 
of striptease, topless 
dancing, ecdysiast en- 
tertainment—call it what 
you will. Turn the world of 
stripping into a pyramid 
and chronicle our hero- 
ine’s climb to the top, to 
the very pinnacle of suc- 
cess: the Las Vegas 
show girl! 

That's what you get 
when sexual dweebs like 
Eszterhas and company, 
outsiders all, try to make 
sense of commercial sex 
in America. Let me clue 
you in, Joe—some of us 
view the stale dry hump 
of those feather-boa 
show girls as the very 
nadir of adult entertain- 
meni, while the sleazy 
electricity of the lap 
dance suits us just fine. 

Different strokes for different folks. Ever since the so-called 
Sexual Revolution hit the barricades in the late sixties, the 
whole movement of commercial sex has been toward satisfy- 
ing specific urges of specific clienteles—carving the demo- 
graphic pie into even more particular slices. Some people get 
off on video, some on print, and some like to get their wands 
waxed by the chamois of a naked female butt. 

“What we do is not prostitution,” says Dominique D'Anthony, 
the owner and proud operator of the Harmony Burlesk Theater, 
the Lower Manhattan lap-dancing mecca. “We have very 
strict rules. No genital contact. Basically, the man can't unzip. 
He has to keep his equipment inside his pants.” 

D’Anthony is a forceful presence, a cute, stocky blonde of 
around 40, the grande dame of lap dancing in New York City, 
its chief apologist, proponent, and historian, as well as a one- 
woman answer to anyone with the temerity to claim that all 
females in adult entertainment are exploited. Hang around with 
her long enough, and you get the idea that this woman has 
never been exploited in her life. No one would dare. 

And when Dominique D'Anthony holds forth on lap danc- 
ing, she knows whereof she speaks. “Il was the marathon 
Mardi Gras girl,” she says, speaking of the “Mardi Gras” lap- 
dancing specials her late lover, Bob Anthony, used to hold 
back in the late seventies in his Times Square theater, the 
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Melody Burlesk. Dominique, who first met Bob when she 
applied for a job at his club, worked “12 hours a day, seven 
days a week” dancing on the laps of the raincoat brigade. 

Twelve hours a day perched upon Popeye's pecker? Seven 
days a week? They shoot lap dancers, don't they? 

But it was all by design. “I’m a businessperson trying to 
obtain capital,” Dominique told Bob, who originated lap danc- 
ing when he operated the Melody, a second-floor flesh empo- 
rium at 48th and Broadway. So Bob simply got out of the way 
and let the lady do her work—making her his partner in 1983. 
After Bob died, in 1986, Dominique took up the standard. She 
carried the ideal of lap dancing for the masses through a suc- 
cession of venues, until she wound up owning the building 
that the Harmony Burlesk Theater calls home. 

For the gonadal archaeologists like me who remember it, 
the Melody Burlesk of the late seventies and early eighties 
was a golden place—like Plato's Retreat, say, back when it 
was still in the Ansonia Hotel. The 
Melody represented a one-time- 
only confluence of dancers, cus- 
tomers, and lack of law-enforce- 
ment presence that made for 
what amounted to a decade- 
long commercial orgy. It was 
Bob Anthony who labeled his 
weekend nonstop lap-dancing 
festivals “Mardi Gras," to dress 
them up for the paying public. It 
was the first time anywhere that a 
male customer could actually 
“lunch out” on a living, breathing 
female, and the charge back 
then was the easily affordable 
buck-a-minute standard. 

Before that there was always 
burlesque. The underbelly of 
vaudeville for more than 50 
years, the showcasing of the 
female form passed through a 
slow series of changes toward 
the final meltdown of Mardi Gras. 
Burlesque was born in the 
Roaring Twenties, and by the 
end of the next decade, every 
town in the country with more 
than 10,000 people had a bur- 
lesque theater. Usually, the 
dancers kept the tease in 
striptease by only stripping down 
to pasties and a G-string. In New 
York, burlesque theaters were 
places like the Olympic, on 14th 
Street, which was a cavernous 
sucker pit catering to the labor- 
ing masses of the Lower East 
Side. 

The high-water mark for classic burlesque was reached by 
the famous Minsky's, on 42nd Street. A sort of low-rent 
“Ziegfeld's Follies” (charging a buck, as opposed to Ziegfeld’s 
six-dollar levy) but still playing primarily to a mixed (i.¢., cou- 
ples) crowd, Minsky's was busted by Mayor Fiorello La 
Guardia in 1940—part of his effort to pump up public morals 
as a Campaign issue. 

At the same time burlesque was withering on the vaudeville 
vine, another form of quasi-erotic entertainment was emerging 
from the shadows. The “rub joint" of the turn of the century 
evolved into the dime-a-dance parlors of the forties and fifties. 
Places like the Tango Palace were answering a desperate 
need. To put it in terms that Adam Smith would understand, 
there was a horde of hungry male consumers out there willing 
to pay top rate for a little feel of female flesh. This market put a

Little by little the rules began to loosen. Year by year the 
“taxi dancers’—so called because you hired them by the 
clock, like hacks—became a little more reckless, a little more 
permissive. One year the “no touch” zone ran from their necks 
to their knees. The next year well-heeled customers were 
feeding them a steady stream of singles. In exchange, they 
would allow the customers’ hands to roam over their bodies 
like so many free-range chickens. 

So lap dancing is what happened when burlesque collided 
with dime-a-dance—when a G-string was run over by a taxi. 
The Mardi Gras was actually the death spasm of burlesque, a 
last attempt to lure customers away from the massage parlors, 
peep shows, and X-rated movies that were popping up all 
over the place in the late sixties and seventies. 

Mardi Gras succeeded only too well. The “burlesque” por- 
tion of the Melody Burlesk was in constant danger of being 
buried under the onslaught of 
grope-happy customers. “Lob- 
sters,” the girls called them—the 
touchie-feelie fetishists who came 
in week after week, sometimes 
every day. In the nineties, courtesy 
of the push toward safe sex, 
voyeurism became the fetish of 
choice. When burlesque segued 
into the topless-bar boom of today, 
lap dancing came along for the 
ride—that is, whenever it was 
allowed. There is a whole spectrum 
of topless clubs, just like there was 
the spectrum of Ziegfeld's and 
Minsky’s and the Olympic in earlier 
times. 

At the high end of the topless- 
bar spectrum, it’s strictly look-don't- 
touch. The first concession to the 
demands of the horny is such per- 
sonal services as “table dancing.” 
Then the dancer may allow a quick 
feel while a customer slips her a tip. 
Always, the constant pressure is 
toward more and more physical 
contact between customer and 
dancer until finally, in some clubs, 
the dancer is bouncing and wig- 
gling on the customer's lap. 

“In almost all the topless clubs 
Out there, you do most of your work 
offstage,” says “Cassandra,” a 
longtime stripper who has worked 
in a wide variety of venues all over 
the country. “What you allow is up 
to you. It's all rationalization. What 
you can get away with balanced 
with what you can live with afterward. The first time | did lap 
dancing, | went home and soaked in a hot tub for four hours.” 
(“What they do,” amplifies Dominique D'Anthony, “is what the 
premises allow. Some girls will try to push the limits and go 
beyond.... Some do and get away with it, but risk the loss of their 
job if they get caught.... The customer always wants more, for 
sure.”) 

Again, it's a simple dynamic that Adam Smith would under- 
stand. The dancers want tips; the customers want action. 
Witnessing the lap-dancing scene at the Harmony Burlesk 
today, you can understand the attraction. The French—leave 
it to the French—even have a fancy name for it: “frottage,” 
meaning the rubbing of two bodies together. The fire that 
results is lit in the loins of those involved. 

“It's the perfect thing for the man who's interested in safe 
sex,” says Dominique, attempting to explain the lure of lap 
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least an option for Orthodox women. 


This isn't true in fundamentalist Christian 
sects, notes Holly Wagner Green. In her 
book, she describes what happened 
when “Beth” consulted an evangelical 
minister about her husband's habit of 
knocking her around every Sunday after 
church. On one occasion, he deemed 
his supper improperly cooked and 
burned her nose with a baked potato; 
on another, he hurled her at a puddle of 
slush in the church parking lot; and on a 
third Sunday, she suffered broken ribs 
when he threw her down a flight of 
stairs. The pastor suggested that she try 
being more submissive. 

“But I'm afraid he's going to kill me,” 
Beth protested. 

“Il think we can dismiss that as so 
much nonsense,” the pastor replied, 
opening his Bible to a passage advo- 
cating “chaste conduct” by wives, and 
adding that those who suffered for 
“righteousness’ sake” are blessed. 
When Beth begged for a practical 
solution, he finally said, “Dodge his 
punches as best you can, but don't 
ever think I'll sanction a separation. 
Stay in your place, trusting your life [to] 
your heavenly Father.” 
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Worse than clergymen who condone 
abuse are those who practice it them- 
selves, Green adds. “It's shocking that 
someone could preach about a loving 
God and treat his own wife cruelly, but it 
happens. | know about [an evangelical] 
pastor who was an amateur boxer, and 
he pummeled his wife so brutally that 
he broke her jaw. Realizing he’d be 
exposed if he let her go out with her 
face like that, he chained her to the bed 
and fed her soup every day, which was 
all she could eat with a broken jaw. After 
a week, she finally broke free and went 
to the police. He was outraged! ‘How 
could you betray me like this, after what 
| did for you?’ he demanded. He simply 
couldn't believe that she wasn't grateful 
for the soup.” 

Such twisted thinking and contradic- 
tory actions don't surprise psychothera- 
pist Norman Goldner, Ph.D., a professor 
of sociology at the University of Detroit 
and coauthor of Why Men and Women 
Don't Get Along. He states, “Almost all 
the men | treat are devoted to religion— 
and equally devoted to violence or sex- 
ual abuse, including rabbis and minis- 
ters. Like Jimmy Swaggart, they'll 
preach the opposite of what they prac- 
tice, and preach against lust as a way of 
preaching against their own personal 
devils. Many people rely on religion to 
dispel their guilt—one man systemati- 


cally raped and tortured his stepdaugh- 
ter, but always prayed afterward for 
both of their souls. It's such a common 
defense mechanism that guards at 
Jackson State Prison's intake center tell 
me that any time they see a guy arrive 
with a Bible under his arm, they figure 
he's either a sex offender or a wife beater.” 

Oddly enough, a recent news report 
suggests that this stereotype is true of 
America’s best-known wife beater, O. J. 
Simpson. After the Juice was jailed, he 
took to telephoning a former girlfriend, 
Paula Barbieri, every night from his cell 
—collect—to quote the Bible to her. The 
onetime N.F.L. legend also shares some 
traits with the Bible-thumping clientele 
Whitley usually sees. “Sexual jealousy 
over the wife's real—or imagined—infi- 
delity is frequently a motive for abuse by 
middle-aged men [Simpson is 47] who 
develop potency problems or feel their 
masculine prowess waning,” she notes. 
“AS such men age, they will accuse the 
woman more frequently. I've been in 
nursing homes where little ladies who 
are 80 years old are accused of ‘promis- 
cuity’ by 90-year-old men.” 

While sexual insecurities are hardly 
unique to ultrareligious abusers—studies 
show that after arguments about money, 
the leading causes of marital assaults 
by American men are the man's impo- 
tence and doubts about his virility, the 


paternity of his children, or his sexual 
orientation—fundamentalist Protestant 
and Catholic churches do nothing to 
quell these potentially explosive anxi- 
eties, observes Whitley. “Both these reli- 
gions paint women as morally inferior to 
men [starting with Eve], and more sus- 
ceptible to sexual sins,” she states. 

A curious twist on Catholic ritual was 
observed by Ann Arbor, Michigan, psy- 
chologist Lewis Okun, Ph.D., the author 
of Woman Abuse. “One man made him- 
self the family confessor,” Okun says, 
“and he forced everybody to tell him 
what they did wrong, which he then 
used against them when he was physi- 
cally or verbally abusive. Others 
coerced women to confess to stuff they 
never actually did—at gunpoint, in one 
case—such as adulteries, threesomes, 
or swinging. Some even videotaped the 
confession, which could then be used to 
blacken the woman in the eyes of the 
community, or to threaten her with loss of 
custody of her children if she left him.” 

An even more appalling spin on the 
traditional beliefs of the three major reli- 
gions—all of which oppose abortion—is 
reported by Richard Gelles. Not only did 
his national surveys show that 23 per- 
cent of women are beaten by their hus- 
bands when they're pregnant, “but the 
women we interviewed said that the 
character of the attacks changed from 


blows to the upper torso and face— 
which is what you find when the woman 
isn’t pregnant—to the punches and 
kicks being directed at the abdomen. 
This was particularly common if the 
pregnancy was unwanted or conceived 
premaritally, or if the man suspected 
that he wasn't the father.” While this pat- 
tern isn't limited to the highly religious, 
he writes, “for many families, violence 
that brings about a miscarriage [as hap- 
pened to 30 percent of the abused 
pregnant women in his sample; other 
studies report rates as high as 56 per- 
cent] is a more acceptable way of termi- 
nating a pregnancy than abortion is.” 

Much the same reasoning applies to 
marital rape, observes Shupe, citing a 
Texas survey that found that people who 
belong to conservative religious denom- 
inations were much less likely to view 
men's forcing sex on their wives as 
undesirable. “To these folk,” he says, “it is 
a much lesser sin to rape your wife than 
to get consensual sex outside the home, 
which is adultery. Actually, a lot of them 
feel ‘marital rape’ is an oxymoron, 
because a husband has a sanctified 
role of power and can do whatever he 
wants to his wife.” 

A particularly blatant example of this 
attitude was described by David 
Finkelhor and Kersti Yllo in their book, 
License to Rape: Sexual Abuse of 


Wives. A fundamentalist woman who 
had already been told by her pastor to 
forgive her husband for beating her 
black-and-blue and dumping a gallon of 
milk on her, called him in desperation 
when her husband punched her in the 
belly until she vomited, then forced her 
to have sex. Before she could tell her 
story, her husband snatched away the 
phone and yelled into the receiver, “I’ve 
just raped my wife! What are you going 
to do about it, pastor?” 

That's a question Elaine Leeder, 
Ph.D., an associate professor of sociolo- 
gy and social work at Ithaca College, in 
New York, and the author of Treating 
Abuse in Families: A Feminist and 
Community Approach, would pose to 
the clergy, not just about marital rape, 
but all domestic violence. “As an 
Orthodox Jew,” Leeder says, “! grew up 
sitting behind the curtain [where women 
are sequestered in synagogues] so 
men couldn't see me as they engaged 
in important rituals which are forbidden 
to women, but now I’m convinced that 
the more a hierarchy gives sole authority 
to men—whether it’s a religion, the mili- 
tary, or the police—the more it legit- 
imizes violence against women. To get 
any change, the clergy must fix the 
structure so religion isn’t a threat to 
women, but a place where they exert 
real power, and are equal to men.”O+-_

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in Somalia, and last year’s interventions in 

Haiti and Kuwait have made the American 
military man and woman newly popular. Citizens 
have a new awareness of the dedication, 
courage, and sacrifice shown by current service 
members and the 26 million living veterans. 
Nevertheless, service members from the 
Persian Gulf and other areas, as well as veter- 
ans of earlier wars, often need more. They need 
the vast amount of financial, medical, psy- 
chotherapeutic, and educational help available 
from the Army, the Navy, the Air Force, and the 
Marine Corps. Veterans also need similar kinds 
of assistance available from the Department of 
Veterans Affairs, commonly known as the V.A. 

Whether one agrees or disagrees with the 
military intervention in Haiti or Kuwait, the 
important fact is that men and women in the 
services had no 
choice but to under- 
take whatever mis- 
sions were ordered. 
True, that-is their 
“job”; but it is equally 
true that they are all 
too often taken for 
granted by presi- 
dents, Congress, and 
the public. In actual 
wartime, especially 
when the outcome is 
in doubt, nothing is 
too good for our 
“boys” and “girls” in 
the service. Once the danger is past, though, 
the men and the women who have gained the 
title of “veteran” usually end up with less than 
nothing. Admittedly, there have been legislative 
attempts to deal with American veterans’ needs. 
However, these attempts, in large measure, 
have foundered on a “catch-22” under which 
the pursuit of authorized veterans benefits has 
been turned into a daunting and frustrating task 
by bureaucrats and politicians alike. 

As our readers know, the battles to gain 
recognition for Vietnam veterans of the reality of 
posttraumatic stress disorder and that of 
Agent Orange (a herbicide containing dioxin) 
were long and bitter. In other areas, such as 
training, benefits, and disability claims, the bat- 
tles are still under way. Similarly, veterans of the 
Persian Gulf War are still fighting with authori- 
ties to acknowledge the reality of their current 
symptoms. Furthermore, as results from our 
intervention deployments reveal, those in need 
of assistance also include the families of the 
military people.

Veterans will benefit from a new, realistic self-help book. 


Over the years we have tried to help individ- 
ual veterans pick their way through the V.A.’s 
bureaucratic thicket. Similarly, we helped in the 
battles to force Congress and the White House 
to address such problems as posttraumatic 
stress disorder, Agent Orange, and “bad-paper” 
discharges. In the course of these efforts, such 
veterans’ self-help organizations as the Vietnam 
Veterans of America came into being. Through 
the years there was always the hope and the 
search for someone to put together a compila- 
tion of what the service member and veteran 
need to know about what's available and how to 
apply. In essence, when a service member or 
veteran tries to get assistance and help, he or 
she encounters a system that is user-unfriendly.

Guide. The authors— 
Keith D. Snyder, 
Richard E. O'Dell, 
and Craig Kubey— 
have accomplished a 
self-help tour de 
force. Their book is 
realistic. It explains 
where the military 
and V.A. systems fail 
to fairly and ade- 
quately meet the 
needs of the service 
member and the vet- 
eran. The book meets the authors’ goal of help- 
ing readers know what to do when the system 
fails to meet their needs. It also helps service 
members, veterans, and family members find 
and apply for the available benefits. When and 
if the service member is hit with a wrongful denial 
of benefits, the book explains how to navigate 
the rocks and shoals of the veterans-appeal 
process. The book is organized so that an indi- 
vidual with a specific problem can go directly 
to the chapter relating to that particular issue.

Although all the women were infected 
before 1985, when a test for the virus 
was introduced, Orsak points out that it 
almost certainly is only a matter of time 
before there are more victims. 

Although the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration has the power to force fertility 
doctors—who operate from more than 
100 sperm banks and countless private 
offices—to test for HIV, it has chosen to 
do nothing. The rules would be expen- 
sive to enforce, a congressional expert 
explains, so the agency wants legisla- 
tion allowing it to levy fees from the 
industry to cover the cost of regulation. 

Twenty states—including New York, 
California, Ohio, Michigan, and Illinois 
—have filled the vacuum by imposing 
some or all of a set of guidelines sug- 
gested by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. Moreover, 
many sperm banks claim they volun- 
tarily abide by the guidelines. But a 
1988 congressional survey found that 
only half of the 1,558 private fertility 
doctors who responded to a question- 
naire were doing any HIV screening at 
all. 

What really should make women 
panic, Orsak claims, is that even the 
C.D.C.'s guidelines don't offer total pro- 
tection. They require testing the donor, 
freezing his sperm for six months, then 
retesting him before it is used. 

“The six months is supposed to be a 
long enough window period to detect 
the virus if a donor was recently in- 
fected,” Orsak told “U.S.A. Confidential.” 
“But | had a friend who tested negative 
for HIV for a solid year after being in- 
fected before finally turning positive.” 

One of the country's leading infec- 
tious-disease researchers, Dr. Stephen 
Clark of the Medford Clinic in Medford, 
Oregon, defends the C.D.C. Some “con- 
troversial” studies, he allows, have indi- 
cated that it may take as long as 18 
months to detect the disease following 
infection. But he believes that six 
months is ample time to “detect in 
excess of 99 percent of infected 
donors.” 

Indeed, he considers the chance of 
infection—if you live in one of the regu- 
lated states or are lucky enough to find 
a doctor who follows C.D.C. proce- 
dures—“one in a million. And that may 
be an overestimate,” he says. 

“What if you are that one woman?” 
asks Orsak.—Additional reporting by

DOMESTIC-VIOLENCE 
UNDERGROUND RAILROAD 
Accusing legal authorities of indiffer- 
ence to the plague of domestic violence 
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(Penthouse, January 1995), some 
activists have started their own version 
of the federal witness-protection pro- 
gram to help battered women and their 
children go into hiding. “Basically, .this is 
a new underground,” one activist, who 
asked not to be identified, told “U.S.A. 
Confidential.” Women who seek help 
are provided with new birth certificates, 
Social Security numbers, medical 
records, and other documents, and they 
spend the first year or two living with 
families that have volunteered their 
homes as “safe houses,” another activist 
explained. 

The refugees are instructed to give a 
trusted relative or friend a special 
phone number to use in a family emer- 
gency. “No other contact is allowed 
with old friends or family—no phoning, 
no letters. These are women who get 
to us sometimes a day before they 
would have been killed,” the activist 
said. 

Joan Zorza of the National Battered 
Women's Law Project says people are 
being forced to take matters into their 
own hands because the federal witness 
program is rarely open to women who 
testify against abusers who vow 
revenge. “I’ve worked with a couple of 
district attorneys where we did manage 
to get women into the program,” Zorza 
says. “In one case, a man who had 
beaten his wife terribly happened to be 
involved in the Mafia, so they accepted 
her into the program on the grounds 
that that was a danger to her. In the 
other case, the husband was involved 
with illegal weapons. But clearly, there 
is an enormous need for something to 
be done to help other women. 
Currently, if they flee with their children, 
they risk being arrested, because the 
husband will claim the kids have been 
abducted.” 

When no children are involved, 
judges do have the means to help an 
abused woman take some measures of 
disguise, Zorza adds. They may allow 
her to change her name, for instance; 
they also may order the government to 
give her a new Social Security number. 
“But the reality is, there are still lots of 
other records out there that can help the 
abuser find her,” Zorza says. Some 
states have begun setting up their own 
witness-protection programs, but few of 
these are open to domestic-violence 
victims. Indeed, the law is weighted 
heavily in favor of helping the abuser 
find the woman. “That's because in most 
states, it's not possible to terminate an 
abuser’s child-visitation rights,” Zorza 
said. “Louisiana did try to introduce 
such a law, but the state supreme court 
just struck it down.” 


PARADISE LOST 

Unhappy news for those older 
American and European women who 
have nicknamed the Gambia—a west 


African vacation haunt renowned for its 
beautiful beachboys—‘“the Gigolo 
Coast.” A spokesman for the country’s 
new leader, 29-year-old Lieutenant 
Yahya Jammeh, who seized power in a 
July 1994 coup, says that Jammeh is 
determined to stop tourism that is 
“purely for purposes of sex. We are not 
sex machines,” the spokesman elabo- 
rated. “If an older woman visits our 
country and falls in love with a younger 
man, that is one thing. But if she wants 
him just for sex, that is exploitation, and 
we detest that. We want people to come 
here to see our culture, explore our life- 
style, and understand the developing 
world.” 

Jammeh, a devout Muslim, has 
already begun a crackdown. Beach- 
boys—or “bumsters,” as they are known 
locally—are jailed for the night and have 
their heads shaved if they're caught 
picking up tourists.O+—_

DIABETES: 
FOCUS ON FAT 


Many of the millions of 
people who suffer from 
type-2 (adult-onset) 
diabetes blame their 
disease on an excess 


of sugar, but the latest 
word from the labs is 
that the real villain in 
type-2 diabetes is 
dietary fat. 

At Duke University 
Medical Center, a team 
of researchers led by 
endocrinologist 
Emmanuel C. Opara, 
Ph.D. experimented 
with two groups of mice 
that were genetically 
inclined toward obesity 
and diabetes. The sci- 
entists fed one group of 
mice a high-fat diet, the 
other a diet low in fat. 
The results couldn't 
have been more clear- 
cut: Every single 
mouse in the high-fat 
group developed dia- 
betes, while every 


mouse in the low-fat 
group remained free of 
the disease. 

While pinpointing 
what may be the prime 
cause of type-2 dia- 
betes, Opara’s group 
may have also found a 
cure. Mice that were . 
given a diet containing 
L-glutamine, a sub- 
stance that helps the 
body produce more of 
a natural antioxidant 
called glutathione, didn't 
develop diabetes. 
Equally eye-opening, 
when the scientists 
gave L-glutamine to 
mice that already had 
diabetes, the disease 
completely disap- 
peared. 

Opara’s next move 
will be to study the pos- 
sibility of using supple- 
ments of L-glutamine to 
treat type-2 diabetes in 
humans. Stay tuned.

Shrinks and talk-show 
pundits have been 
telling us for years that 
when it comes to sex, 
men and women want 
different things.

Men, according to a 
study by a team of 
researchers at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan in 
Ann Arbor, go nuts at 
the thought of their lady 
having sex with anoth- 
er man.

Men, he surmises, fear

that they may not be 
the father of their own 
children. 

Women, on the 
other hand, fear sexual 
infidelity less than they 
fear emotional infideli- 
ty—the notion that 
their mate might actu- 
ally fall in love with 
another woman. Here 
again, biology is the 
underlying factor. 
Women need help with 
the considerable task 
of raising kids; if a man 
falls in love with some- 
one else, that threat- 
ens his ability to give 
aid on the home front. 

The conclusion? 
“Sexual infidelity drives 
men berserk,” Buss 
says. “With women, 
the [emotional] context 
is more important.” 


Often, life-threatening 
strokes result when a 
blood vessel in the 
brain develops a bulge 
known as an 
aneurysm. But within 
the next three years, 
says Fernando 
Vinuela, M.D., a pro- 
fessor of radiological 
sciences at U.C.L.A., 
there may be an emer- 
gency treatment for 
this potentially deadly 
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malady. The treatment 
tool: a flexible catheter 
with a detachable coil 
on the tip. The catheter 
is threaded through 
the injured blood ves- 
sel to the site of the 
aneurysm, where the 
Coil is deposited to 
permanently shore up 
the blood-vessel wall. 


The marriage of elec- 
tricity and medicine 
has already produced 
a number of potent 
weapons for fighting 
everything from chron- 
ic pain to failing 
hearts. Now electricity 
is coming to the doc- 
tor's aid on yet another 
front: the war against 
cancer. 

A battery-powered 
wristband promises to 
combat the severe 
nausea that often 
accompanies chemo- 
therapy. According to 


Kenneth L. Koch, M.D., 
a professor of medi- 
cine at Pennsylvania 
State University 
Hershey Medical 
Center, the electrical 
band sends a mild cur- 
rent to the wrist, at 
exactly the same spot 
that acupuncturists tar- 
get for treating nausea. 
And in the future, 
says Beverly Rubik, 


Ph.D, the director of 
the Center for Frontier 
Sciences at Temple 
University in Phila- 
delphia, doctors will 
implant electrodes in 
malignancies instead 
of surgically removing 
cancer tumors. The 
electric current will 
return cancer cells to 
normal, so they will no 
longer divide out of 
control. Not only will 
this shrink the tumors, 
Rubik says, it will also 
stop them from seed- 
ing new tumors in 
other parts of the body. 


The knees, as any 
weekend warrior can 
tell you, take a tremen- 
dous pounding—not to 
mention twisting and 
turning—in almost any 
form of high-impact 
exercise, so an athletic 
shoe that’s easy on the 
knees would be high 
on any fitness buff's 
wish list. 

Such a shoe, ex- 
plains Joseph Hamill, 
Ph.D, the director of 
the biomechanics lab- 
oratory at the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts, 
requires a firm midsole 
to reduce the torque— 
side-to-side stress— 
that running produces. 
Soft midsoles, while 
more comfortable, 
actually increase 
torque by accentuat- 
ing pronation, the ten- 
dency of the foot to 
rotate on impact. 

Happily, knee-easy 
shoes already exist. 
The key, says Hamill, is 
to pick a model with a 
polyurethane midsole 
rather than a midsole 
made of softer ethyl 
vinyl acetate. Some 


candidates: Adidas 
Support, Asics GEL- 
MC, Avia 2050 Plus, 
Nike Air Structure II, 
and Reebok Ventilator 
Supreme. 

A final piece of 
advice from Hamill: 


When you fee! your old 
shoes begin to lose 
their cushioning capa- 
bilities, replace them 
right away. 


While science has yet 
to endorse any of the 
many candidates for 
an aphrodisiac—gin- 
seng, bee pollen, oys- 
ters, even garlic, to 
name a few—there are 
a number of drugs that 
may be able to im- 
prove male sexual 
functioning when it 
goes awry. Some 
examples: 

e RS 15385. Now 
being tested by the 
Syntex Corporation, 
this substance acts on 
sexual-stimulation 
pathways in the brain 
and may be a treat- 
ment for some kinds of 
impotence. 

¢ Caverject. Also for 


impotence, this is a 
self-injectable drug 
designed to increase 
blood flow to the 
penis. Manufactured 
by Upjohn, it is now 
awaiting Food and 
Drug Administration 
approval. 

¢ Zoloft. Normally 
prescribed as an anti- 
depressant, this drug 
also retards orgasm. In 
a test of 52 men who 
suffered from prema- 
ture ejaculation, it sig- 
nificantly improved the 
ability to carry on. 

e Testoderm. A 
transdermal testos- 
terone patch from Alza 
Corporation of Palo 
Alto, California. 
Already approved by 
the F.D.A., in clinical 
trials this one helped 
restore sexual interest, 
mood, energy, and 
function in men with 
testosterone deficien- 
cies. For men who 
cringe at the thought 
of shaving their scro- 
tum to use Testoderm, 
Bio-technology 
General is now devel- 
oping a testosterone 
wafer. (Yum.) 

e Apomorphine. 
Once a staple in the 
treatment of heroin 
addicts, this drug 
helped restore erec- 
tions in a group of 12 
men who were af- 
flicted with psychologi- 


cal impotence. It is 
now being tested on 
large numbers of men.

lesterol and triglyc- 
eride levels.

In 
Iceland, pregnant 
ewes are fed fish meal 
so they pass choles- 
terol-lowering omega-3 
fatty acids on to their 
offspring.

BODYBUILDING: 
REP MAX 


No matter what the 
bodybuilding exercise, 
to do a standard set 
you'll usually choose a 
weight that will bring 
you to (or close to) 
muscle fatigue after 
eight to 12 repetitions. 
But to fully customize 


and fine-tune your 
workouts, you may 
want to use a more 
advanced principle 
known as “Rep Max.” 

Here's the definition, 
according to U.C.L.A. 
kinesiologist Dr. Eric 
Sternlicht. Rep Max 
(short for repetition 
maximum) is the maxi- 
mum amount of weight 
a lifter can handle for 
one repetition, using 
proper form. Once you 
know your rep max, 
you can use the follow- 
ing information to 
determine how much 
weight you should use 
for sets containing 
varying numbers of 
repetitions. 

For one repetition, 
lift 100 percent of your 
rep max. 

For three repetitions, 
lift 90 percent of your 
rep max. 

For eight repetitions, 
lift 80 percent of your 
rep max. 

For 12 repetitions, lift 
70 percent of your rep 
max. 
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For 20 repetitions, lift 
60 percent of your rep 
max. 

For example, if 
you're doing bicep 
curls and you can lift 
100 pounds once, then 
to do a set of 20 reps, 
you'll want to use 60 
pounds. 

Knowing this formu- 
la allows you to tailor 
your workouts to focus 
on particular goals. If 
you're going for mus- 
cle size, strength, or 
power, use high 
weights and do less 
repetitions. 

Although some 
experts go so far as to 
advocate single-rep 
sets at maximum 


-weight, especially to 


develop muscle size, 
Sternlicht doesn't rec- 
ommend it. “To lift your 
maximum weight,” he 
says, “you have to 
recruit muscles other 
than the ones you're 
trying to isolate. It's 
hard to maintain cor- 
rect form, and you 
may end up just 


‘throwing’ the weight.” 
Maximum weight, he 
adds, also “places 
maximum strain on the 
muscles and joints.” 
For high-weight 
sets, Sternlicht recom- 
mends starting at 
three repetitions, using 
90 percent of your 
maximum weight. “At 
three reps,” he says, 
“you have to control 
the weight—you can't 
just throw it around.” 
If one of your 
goals is muscular 
endurance—as 
opposed to sheer size, 
strength, or power— 
Sternlicht recom- 
mends sets with low 
weights and high rep- 
etitions: up to 20 reps 
at 60 percent of your 
maximum weight. 
These sets, he notes, 
are especially good for 
distance running, ski- 
ing, and rock climbing. 
To integrate rep-max 
sets into your workout 
routine, Sternlicht sug- 
gests a two-week 
cycle. “The first week,” 
he says, “do high- 
weight, low-rep sets 
on Monday and 
Wednesday, then do a 
moderate workout on 
Friday. The next week, 
do low-weight, high- 
rep sets on Monday 
and Wednesday and, 
again, a moderate 
workout on Friday.” 
Spreading the rep- 
max cycle over two 
weeks and including 
moderate workout 
days, he says, cuts 
down on the muscle 
soreness that causes 
some people to give 
up bodybuilding alto- 
gether. “It gives the 
muscles a chance to 
rest and recover,” he 
concludes.O+-7_

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FACTS & PHALLUSES OF 
AMERICAS FAVORITE ORGAN

The annals of urology 
are filled with case 
studies of men who 
are dissatisfied with 
the state of their pe- 
nises, but few com- 
plaints can match the 
travails of a small pop- 
ulation of men, a 
group that is estimated 
to be growing in the 
United States at a rate 
of about 100 or soa 
year: Their penises are 
actually vaginas. 

Only two decades 
ago, it was estimated 
that there was only 
one female for every 
four males seeking a 
gender reversal 
through surgery. But 
advances in surgery 
have led to a boomlet 
in recent years for 
female-to-male trans- 
sexual surgeries, and 
that ratio is now about 
one-to-one. 

At the start of the 
lengthy sex-change 
procedure, testos- 
terone can help the 
metamorphosing 
women achieve the 
outward bulk and hair- 
iness of men, and their 
breasts can be flat- 
tened—however 
painfully—through 
surgery. 

At his “gender dys- 
phoria” clinic in Palo 
Alto, California— 
where a voice on the 
after-hours answering 
machine says, “Please 
leave your name, 
address, and the 
direction of the 
change you are inter- 
ested in"—Dr. Donald 


Laub, a world-famous 
plastic surgeon and 
sex-change specialist, 
has ushered more 
than 500 female 
patients through the 
portal of manhood. 

From his experi- 
ence, he says, these. 
patients do not place 
“as great an impor- 
tance on the penis as 
the stereotypic male, 
who has been more 
penis-oriented 
throughout his life.” 

Still, a transsexual 
patient wants above 
all to be seen as a nor- 
mal, complete person, 
and, as a result, says 
Laub, “achieving the 
male ‘ornament’ that 
has some function is 
nice and, in many 
cases, necessary.” 

Invariably, this 
means adding a penis 
by one of the following 
methods: 

e The Basic Model. 
Developed first during 
World War | to deal 
with battlefield casual- 
ties whose penises 
had been blown off by 
land mines, this 
surgery—known as 
phalloplasty—was 
performed in the late 
1940s in England on 
the first known female- 
to-male transsexual. 

The technique 
involves cutting a 
swath of skin on the 
abdomen and rolling it 
into a tube that is left 
attached to the body 
at both ends. The 
resulting loop—known 
in the trade as “the 
suitcase handie’—is 
left in place to make

sure it is good; it is 
then separated from 
the top and left to 
dangle. 

When stiffened with 
an insertable rod, it 
can be used for inter- 
course. As an added 
bonus, a rerouted ure- 
thra makes it possible 
to stand and deliver at 
the urinal. Total cost: 
about $12,000. 

e The Postmodern 
Phalloplasty. An 
improvement over the 
basic, blobby-looking 
phalloplasty, this cre- 
ation is reinforced with 
muscle and connec- 
tive tissue harvested 
from various parts of 
the body that give ita 
more lifelike texture. 

Better still, skin 
culled from the sensi- 
tive area on the under- 
side of the wrist can 
be used to create a 
glans. Through micro- 
surgery, nerves in this 
patch of skin can be 
hooked up through the 
phallus to the existing 
nerves in the clitoris, 
making it possible for 
the erotic stimulation 
that triggers an 
orgasm. “One patient 
especially has exquis- 
ite sensation in this 
area and has inter- 
course daily,” writes 
Laub in a scientific 
article detailing the 
technique. Total cost: 
about $125,000. 

* The metaoidio- 
plasty. The least radi- 
cal of all the penis 
inventions, this proce- 
dure capitalizes on the 
biological similarities 
between the penis 


and the vagina. 

With testosterone 
treatments, the clitoris 
in the emerging man 
enlarges, and through 
simple surgery it can 
be freed from its fleshy 
confines to resemble a 
small penis. To com- 
plete the manly pack- 
age, a scrotum can be 
made by stitching the 
labia majora together 
and implanting them 
with latex balls to sim- 
ulate the testes. 

The end product 
“has the appearance 
of a small boy's penis, 
or the penis that may 
be seen in the locker 
rooms after a very 
cold shower,” writes 
Laub. Total cost: 
between $8,000 and 
$12,000. 

How does a self- 
made man decide 
which penis is right for 
him? That depends on 
the person. 

“A lot of people feel 
that unless they can 
have a real penis, it's 
just not going to cut it,” 
says James Green, an 
Oakland, California, 
writer who completed 
the gender jump him- 
self some years ago. 

Green is “very 
pleased” with his own 
metaoidioplasty, which 
allows him to have a 
simultaneous orgasm 
with a female partner 
in the missionary 
position, 

“My penis may be 
only about the same 
size as my thumb," he 
says, “but that doesn't 
diminish me as a 
man.”O+—_

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Before buying a tie, carefully assess 
its quality. First, all fine ties are cut on 
the bias of the fabric. On certain ties, 
the angle of the cut can be discerned 
with the naked eye. Fine ribs will be visible 
at a 45-degree angle to the tie's vertical 
axis. More often, you will need to per- 
form the following test: Grip the tie at its 
narrow end and let it hang free. Should it 
twist or kink even slightly, you can be 
sure that it has not been cut correctly. 

Second, verify the tie’s elasticity by 
holding it by its two ends and stretching. 
A well-made tie will return at once to its 
original length. 

Third, verify the presence of the slip 
stitch. This length of thread is left loose 
at the end of the back seam of the enve- 
lope (the visible fabric) in order to give it 
a certain “play.” It is often hidden under 
the envelope but can be found with a bit 
of gentle probing—it is several inches 
long and often takes the form of a loop. 
Its presence allows the tie to be pulled 
and stretched—as when a knot is tied 
with it—without the seam coming apart. 

Fourth, examine the two seams that 
secure the lining at each tip—they 
should be tightly sewn together.

light-blue shirts and solid gray or navy- 
blue suits, just about any tie will do. Itis 
best to possess at least two ties for each 
shirt and suit. In principle, the second tie 
should be chosen so that it completely 
changes the effect created by the 
ensemble. In this manner, buying a tie is 
almost like acquiring a new suit. 

Common sense dictates that two pit- 
falls should be avoided in coordinating 
your tie with your shirt. First, wearing a 
tie insufficiently contrasted to your shirt 
will certainly Cause you to be over- 
looked. The primary function of a tie, 
after all, is to be seen. Note, however, 
that the contrast can be subtle—say, 
between two dark colors. 

The second pitfall consists of wearing 
different tones of the same elementary 
color—a navy-blue tie with a sky-blue 
shirt, for instance. These combinations 
indicate a lack of imagination. This bit of 
advice does not invalidate the tried-and- 
true method of emphasizing one of the 
colors in your jacket or shirt by repeat- 
ing it in your tie. 

A solid shirt should be worn with a tie 
of two or more colors. One color should 
be in marked contrast to that of the shirt, 
and should be the tie's dominant color— 
usually, its background. The other color, 
often the motif, should echo the color of 
the shirt.

lessly. In the case of patterned or 
striped shirts, it is best to establish a 
contrast between motifs, as opposed to 
colors, emphasizing the echo without 
repeating the colors tone-for-tone. 

Large comic motifs should be avoided, 
unless one's primary goal that day is to 
make children laugh. Generally speak- 
ing, the larger the tie’s motif, the more 
casual the effect. 

Motifs may be inappropriate because 
of the associations they evoke. A tie 
sporting dogs or ducks should never be 
worn with a pin-striped business suit for 
the simple reason that wild game is sel- 
dom found in most offices.

There is no reason to 
wear a wool tie with a linen jacket, or 
vice versa. A tie’s material should be 
suitable for the occasion. A richly woven 
silk tie is more appropriate with evening 
wear than with regular office attire, and 
the reverse holds for printed twill and 
cotton. Note, also, that one must be 
decidedly perverse to favor leather ties.
